Finance. 

Our Balaueo Sheet for the year 1897, in reapcct of the original 
Endowment (Table X. infra), shows a snrplu.9 of £1,918 8a. 2d. 
(including a sum of £9i3 10a. Sd., Income Tax, to ho refunded) 
Of this amount £l,+82 8s. 6d. is tire uninvested surplu.s of 1890, 
and a sum of £1,576 12s. wa.s realised by .sale of portion of the 
invested surpluses of former years. The net deficit as between 
Income and Expenditui'C for 1897 is thus £1,189 12s, id., to 
which may be added liabilities estimated at £2.10. 

‘ (The Local Taxation Account (see Table XI.) shows that the 
Beceipts under the Local Taxation (Custom.s and Excise) Act, 
and as interest on securities, amounted to £.53,182 14a. Gd., and 
that the Expenditure from that account on Results Fees and 
E.xhibitions for 1897 was £52,037 2s. 2d., the excess of Income 
over Expenditure being thus £1,145 12s. id. 

Taking both Accounts into consideration, our total Income 
from all sources in 1897 has exceeded our Expenditure in that 
year by £6. 

The period for which interest at 3J per cent payable by the 
Land Commission and guaranteed by the Treasury oir our 
original Endowment of £1,000,000 sterling expired in February, 
1897, and negotiations with the Land Comralssiuii resulto<l in the 
renewal of their debt to the Board for ten years, at 2j per ctuit. 
interest, guaranteed by the Treasury. The income from our 
original Endowment has, consequently, been diminished by tbo 
sum of £5,000 per annum. 

Education. 

The conditions of passing the Examination generally were 
identical with those in force in 1896, with the exception that the 
restriction in Rule 38 of the Rule.s for 1896* was withdrawn.

GREEK. 

Senioe Grade. — First Paper. — Boys. 

Report of R, Y. Tyrrell, D. Litt. 

In bhe Senior Grade the answering wfus .satisfactory, the composition 
especially showing signs of improvement, so far as I can recollect niy 
impressions of three years ago when last 1 examined. 

The translation of tiio Odys-se^^ was not better than might have 
been expected from .senior lioys having so short a course for tlio whole 
year’s study. Part of the Dt‘- Corona anil one boidc of the Odyss/n/ 
seems but a meagre year’s work in Gi'eok for a boy of eighteen. 

There was only one question wliich was almost uniformly oinittetl or 
unsuccessfully attempted, T refer to (]iie.stiun five on the use of certain 
combinations of particles, namely kuI ixr\v, ylv oZvj and of> 

fi\]v AWd. This wjis a very definite ([ucstion, and dealt with a 
subject excellently treated in many books on Greek syntax, a knowledge 
of which might well liave been expected from candirlate-s in the Senior 
Grade. Yet little or no instruction seems to have been given in this 
department of S 3 'ntax so characteristic of tVio Greek language. Indeed 
one candidate .seemed to resent the question, a<lrling that in liis opinion 
and that of other 'vvell-jurlging friends of his tlie whole four com'- 
binations meant mucli the same thing, and wei’e never translated. 

The answering in Grammar and scansion was good, the latter 
showing a decided improvement. 


Senior Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of P. Sandford, m.a. 

The translation of the three passages (1. A B and C) set from the 
speech of Demosthenes Da Corona demanded not only an intimate 
acquaintance with the text, hut a power of expressing in English 
somewhat involved thoughts, tlie cultivation of wliich power 
is one of the great ends attained by a stiidy of Greek. Most 
of the candidates successfully sunnouiited the difliculdes, and many 
showed a high degree of excellence. Some were misled apparently 
by tran.sliition8, though their knowledge was evidently sufficient 
to have rendered tliem independent of such trcacheroua a^sistanco.

Repoi-fc of John P. Molohan, m.a. 

This paper consisted of qiiestiuiis on Grammar, sentences for transla- 
tion from English into Greek, translation into English from Plato 
(Apology of Socrates) und questions arising out of the subject matter of 
the prescribed author. 

The Grammar questions were answered fairly, especially those on the 
syntax ; the questions which gave most trouble to the candidates were — 
strange to aiy — No. 1, on the declension of noums, and No. 3, on the 
parsing and conjugation of verbs. 

In many cases the .sentences for composition, which were adapted 
from the Apolog)', were rendered into correct and idiomatic G teck, show- 
ing that the candidates liad studied the pre.scribed autlior with thorough 
noss, and had not been satisfied with merely jicquiring the tnmslation. 
The candidates recommeiidod for Composition prizes obtained from SO 
to 87 per cent, of the total of the nmrlcs allotted to Comiiosition. 

The ti'anslrttion of the pa.ssages from the Apology WiW well done, 
tliougli there were not wanting signs that a tvanKhifion had l>een learnt 
by heart in some ca.ses; v.^nvaavrtq in the text of Quo.stion 8 A. was 
iu a few instances tvanslat(‘d as if the reading were the alternative 
dpowfffltvrec- The iinswers to the questions on the subject matter were 
not quite so satisfactory. 

These remarks do not apply to the ‘ Over-age ’ Candidates, who were 
very vrealc in Grarntnar and Composition, and Inul, a g«>od many of them, 
got off by rote the translation of 8 A. Passage 8 B. was known by com- 
pamtively few. 

The girls, though nono equalled tlie best of the hoys, were a very 
oven and good class. Their papers were models of neatness and good 
arrangement. 

I would rccoinmond candidates to answer the whole of a question 
together. In one case two pages of answers on Gl'Eimmal’ and on the 
subject matter of the author separated different portions of the same 
piece of translation. It would be advisable to begin each answer on a 
separate page. 


Middle Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys and Giuls. 

Report of W. J. M. Staekie, m.a. 

The passages from the Hecuba were rendered with moderate 
accuracy. The general sense of the Greek wa.s correctly given, but the 
more subtle points of scholarship were, for the most part, disregarded. 
Tlie close — almost verbal — resemblance between the renderings of the 
majority of the candidates proves almost to demonstration that some 
inferior crib ” had been learned by heart, and that the students 
preferred to draw upon the storehouse of their memories than to 
translate independently the Greek that lay before them. Such a 
method of translation will never deceive an experienced examiner, and

Tlio anHwrM’ing on tliis ])a]ier, if nno <*xrepls t)ie averiigo number of 
“ blanks ” find weak cyimlidales, was most .sat-isfiud-ory. Tlu^ Grammar 
woB excellent, as also was tbo Comj>oHition, wluoli nmy he seen from the 
high percentage (from 91 to 07 pm' cent.) of the niark.s ohtuiikcd hy 
those recommended for pi-i/es in Uomjxjsition, jukI from the nmnher of 
those who gained “ Honour.^” in Gnmnnar jukI Composition (^xcwHliug 
the numl>or of Passes" and “Failures ” combine, d. This ia a result 
that is highly creditable. 

The translation of the selections from Xeuoplmii was uIko oxcellont 
on the whole. Tho advantage of tostiiig tho candidai^is’ knowledge of 
the author hy “word foi' word” translatiou wius ckiaidy pvovfjd in cases 
— and they were not few — where caudidiitcs failed hi tho “word for 
word " passage, and wtil! gave flowing translations of tho passages to be 
translated in the ordinary way, KOiuetinicB overshooting the limits of the 
pasRoge set. The iiLstruction fortrmiHlating “ word for* word” was tnis' 
taken by some students. The Greek was given in one column, as in the 
text, and the English version in anothoi*, witlumb any utt(unpt at con- 
struing. 

Tlie answers tliat were least satisfactory wer(j those to No. 9 — the 
alliiRion to the overthrow of tho Empire of tlio JMcdos by Cyrus the 
Great — and to No. 11 — tho geographical iKisitioii of places montiohod 
in the author. Students would And it very Vwjuelicial to an intelligent 
underatancUng of the Anabasis to draw a nnij) of the routo of ' 'J’ho Ten 
Thousand”; at all events, tho position of tho most important places 
should be carefully noted in the Atlas, 

I am very glad to he able to draw a.ttenti,cjn to tlie miiform correct- 
ness of the English spelling. 
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That the gii'l candidates wore exceptionally brilliant is shown by 
twelve candidates out of the thii’teeu examinod obtamin^ “ Honor ” 
marks in Grammar and Composition combined. I wish to congratulate 
both the candidates and tlieiv teachei*s — the former on the gi’eat ability 
and careful study shown in their work, and the latter on the thorough 
and accurate manner in which their pupils have been taught. 


Junior Grade.— Second Paper. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of W. J. M. Starkib, m.a. 

The passage.? from Lucian were, on tlie whole, well rendered. The 
scholarship .shown was of a comparatively high order, and tl^c English 
wa.s not deficient in style. The chief diliiculties were not slurred, and 
the large proportion of tlie candidates exhibited a pi-ai.seworthy desire 
to adhere to the sense of the Greek. In many ca.se.s, however, the 
examiner was tempted to surmise that a veiy inferior tran.slation Lad 
been committed to memory, as identical blnnder.s were committed by a 
k>ng succession of candidates, and passages, bearing a superheial 
resemblance to the text, were substituted from other parts of the 
DUdoffnes. 

The questions on Grammar elicited a plentiful crop of inaccurate 
information. Not moi-e than 2 por cent, of the students have yet 
learned the parts of the verb “ to die,” that are normal in Attic Greek 
prose. It is an encouraging fact that the qne.stioii on the matter of 
the Ix>ok was answered by a lai’ge proportion of the candidates. 

The historical knowlc<lgc exhibited in the answers to historical 
qucsti^)iis was both full and accurate. The life of Pericles was treated 
in a masterly way by many. 


Prepajiatory Grade.^First Paper. — Boys and Girls. 

Re|x)rb of P. Sandpord, ai.A. 

The answering in this paper was as a rule excellent, and proved that 
many of the junior boys are being well grounded in Greek, and taught 
habits of care and accuracy, which will be of importance to them 
altogether outside the sphere of Greek grammar. The questions may 
bo thought easy, but they deal with essentials, and the marking was 
strict (except in the matter of accentuation). 

In the Coinpoaitioh a large number of candidates nearly approached 
full marks, though none actually obtained the maximum, and it was a 
very difficult matter to decide between some score of compositions, all 
deserving prizes, but each having a more or loss serious error. The 
number of complete failures was not gi’eat j a far larger proportion of 
the candidates reached a high standard of excellence. The papers sent 
in by girls in this grade were few and bad. One is tempted to wonder 
how it ia that the girls do so much better in the higher grades. It may 
be that the study of Greek is not begun in girls’ schools till the students 
reach an age wliich excludes them from the Preparatory Grade. 
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Peepabatokv Grade. — Second Padeii. — Boys. 

Boport of U. T. Tybrell, d. litt. 

'i'he translation of the passages &om XciiopUoii was clono oxcollently 
by most of tho oaiuUdates, ami only a very .sm.all pereenliigo spelled 
Xenoplion with a Z ; wliicli was gratifying, ns I rumeiubor tho time 
when this mistake in spelling \va.s all but universal. The History, too, 
showed an iinprovcnient on what 1 remember of fonner examinations. 

Tho parsing was not so good n.s might have boon oxpuotcd of carefully 
taught toys of from twelve to fourteen years of ago. Hence the pioco 
for “ translation at sight ’’ was, ns a rule, badly tloiic. An imspootion 
of the marking-sheet will show that a.s a rulo when question .1 (.asking 
for the accurate parsing of hvo verbal forms occurring in tho prcHcribod 
book) was well answered, a more or Ics.s sviccoasful attumpt was mado to 
construe the unprescribed Greek, soniotimcs a very .sncccHslul attompt 
indeed. Tlic sentences were quite easy. 

For instance, to enable a candidiito to obtain full marks for ()(c) 
KOI A<piKKiTai — AaptTc)', liardly anything was nccossary hut to know 
the meaning of three very common verbs, u^icrEljUai, nsrtyyEkXttv, and 
JrWap/ddvEir, and to recognize tho form of each occurring in the passage, 
Two out of tho three — all but ftivEiXii^drEc — were obvious ; and it docs 
not seem too much to expect oven a candidate in the Proiiaratory Grade 
to know that riXij^a is the perfect of Xctp/iclru. It is amuziug how fow 
boys knew the meaning of such common words as tnVxvi'opni and 
ffgirpdr pivjjia. In many cases, too, there soemed to bo a complete 
ignorance of the relations of words towards cacli other in tho sentence, 
though, perhaps, the same caudidato might have triUislatcd rpiito i-ightly 
the passages set from tlie prescribed book. 


PreParaiokv Grade. — Second Paper. — Girls, 

Report of R, Y. Tyrrell, d. Lirr. 

There were only two female candidates, and both were absolutely 
ignorant of Greek, as the marking sheet will show. 


LATIN. 

Senior Grade. — First Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Louis 0. Purser, d.litt. 

The Senior Grade boys were fair— a few quite excellent. The set 
passages were as usual very well done on the whole, notwithstanding 
their difficulty, a considerable number of boys translating the passages 
from tlm Odes of Horace with much taste and refinement. As to the 
cumpositions, what I say of the Middle Grade (infra) applies here also. 
It u stiunge how commonly ignorance of the difierence between the 
active and the passive voice is displayed. Half the candidates I should 
say treated fecisse as the perfect passive infinitive. Even by good 
students the concords were ruthlessly broken. There is on the whole 
a deficiency In ordinary vooabidary. 
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Seniob Gbade. — First Pateb. — Gikls. 

Report of Loois 0. Pdbser, d.iitt. 

There is nothing special to be said as regards the girls. They are 
perhaps not quite so good all round as the boys, but their answering was 
decidedly meritorious. Their mistakes were pretty much the same as 
those ofthe boys. Both inlargenuinberstranslatedT’eueiuJ’swtoryuen'er 
(Horace- -Satires, ii., 8, 67) by “ Hold” ; auA jurgatur in Satires, ii., 2, 
100, by “ he swears.” None of the compositions of the girls were of 
first-class excellence, and there was no verse. The inability to quote 
the stanza beginning FA-cw fugaces was a little surprising j only two out 
of the sixty-sis did it accurately. 


Senior Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of H. E. Rutherpord, ld.d. 

The answering in this paper is, on the whole, very satisfactory. The 
translation of the passages from the pre.scribecl course is very good all 
round, and the same may be said of the annotations. The translations 
at sight are in many cases excellent, while a few have reached a very 
high standard indeed. 

The an.swering in History and Literature is very disappointing. In 
many cases, by a little attention to this important part of the course, 
the candidates might have considerably increased tlieir totiil marks. 


Senior Grade, — Second Paper, — Girls. 

Report of H. E. Rutherford, ll.d. 

The amswering, on a general view, is very fair. The passages for 
translation from the course are of average excellence all round, while 
some of them are remarkably good. 

The answers to the questions on the prescribed book are not quite up 
to the mark ; a noticeable feature being the number of poor, and 
often amusiug, conjectures oft'eied by candidates. 

The translations at sight liave in several cases atteined a high standard 
of excellence. The majority of the students, however, have not gone 
beyond a fair average. In quite a number of oases the rules of grammar 
are violently handled hi an attempt to make sense out of the passage. 

More attention should be given to the History and Literature. The 
dates, however, have in many oases been given with remarkable 
accuracy. 


Middle Grade. — First Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Louis 0. Purser, d, litt. 

The answering in the Middle Grade was very fair. As a rule, the 
set passages were accurately translated, though any attempt at literary 
style was only very occasionally made. The spelling of English was 
decidedly indifferent. There were a few admirable prose compositions, 
and a very con.siderable number of fair ones. But verse is hardly 
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written at all, thongli it is always treatwl by examiners with the ul.most 
imlnlgencc wlion attempted, 'i’lm eliie.f faults of tlic <<r(iatnr mass of 
compositions in both grades arc— (1) grievous disn^giu-d of the. eonoords, 
(2) ignorance of the difference between tlio netivo and fclio |)lUIsLv(^ voice. 
It -was also rare to find a boy or girl in tliu composition declining alim 
or alter nghtly, though doubtless if cither of these words had beim set 
as a specific Grammar question it wouhl have bi'en nnswered coma;tly. 
Teacliei-s would do well, in my opinion, if they nover hfi-, a day 
without making some of their pupils write ludbre tln^ (dass s<!nteiu^ 0 H 
illustrating some one or more of the conconls. It is the execqvtion to 
meet -with a boy or gb-1 who does not in tenor twe.lviUines td' Latin 
fail to make practical use of the ruh^ that a verb should ,'igi'fH* with il« 
nominative case innnmier: still more rarely is a i'(*Uitive found agr<‘eing 
with its antecedent in r/eiukr. It was curious that many students iisimI 
the genitive after ohlivisci in the .short sentenc(‘, “It is e;isi«-r to 
forgive an onomy than forg(5fc an injury,” but faihni to do .so iu the last 
lino of the pas.sago for Latin prose. 


Middlk Guadr. — Fiuht pArEii.—Gnci.s. 

Report of Louia C. Puusru, n.r.iTT. 

The general ave.vage of tolevabhmcBs is bott.»u' u’uiutaiiuwl among the 
girls than among the boys; but, as for as 1 could make out, tber{‘ w<n*o 
only two really promising Hcholai*s among tli<5 girls. Nom^ of tlm com- 
positions Aveit! cxceptionaily good: but all the .set w<irk was prepared with 
great steadiness and deliberation, 'j’hesame faults wliieli are nol.ieeal)lo 
in the boys’ work for the most part appear also iti (JiaL of the girls. 


Middle Grade. — Sf.conu rAPicu.— 13 ovh. 

Report of H. R. RuTiiEiiPOim, ll.d. 

The genei-al answering iu this pa[>er is remarkably goo«l A con- 
siderable number of students, however, have not attompUsl Jiny of the 
questions at all, and severed only ono or two (picstioiis. 

The questions on the prescribed ooiirao have b(!ou answered with 
considerable occui-acy, the translations in particuhu' sliowiiig very ooi’oful 
preparation. 

The translations at sight have reached, on the avemge, a high standard 
of excellence, while a few are i*emarkably good. 

The answeiing in History is fair on the whole, and iu many cases 
excellent. 


Middle Grade.— Second Papeu.— Girls. 

Report of H. E. Rutiierfou]), ll.d. 

The answoring of the candidates in this paper is fairly good. There 
are only a few who have reached a very high standard, and, <m the other 
hand, there are very few who do not show a fair knowledge of tho 
subjects. 

^W^hile the translations from the prescrilied book aro satisfactory, 
the majority of the candidates have not been very anccessful with 
the annotation. 

The translations at sight are often very good. The answoring in 
History, while in many cases excellent, is, on the whole, rather below 
a fair average. 
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Jttnior Grade. — First Paper. — Boys and Girij?. 

Report of R. Y. Tyrrell, d.litt., John I. Beare, m.a., W. J. M. 

Starkib, M.A., and D. J. White, b.a. 

We observe, with regard to the answering on this paper, that the 
average continues good, and high excellence naarlcs the work of a large 
number of candidates. The comiiosition was in many instances very 
well done. The prevailing faults are such as seem almo.st inseparable 
from the work of youth. Over-haste in preparation is too often evident. 
This fault is exhibited conspicuously in the translation from the pre- 
scnbed autlior. As usual, however, all who have scamped, or crammed 
up, this part of the business have failed utterly at the ordo te.sfc, the 
value of which as a criterion cannot be exaggerated. Au examiner feels 
os if he were thro^ving marks aw’ay when giving (as lie does under the 
existing rules) full credit to the remaining translation of candidate who, 
by their attempts at the “ pamllel colnmii.s,” have convinced him that 
tljey do not undershind the sense of the individual words of the pas- 
Siiges, but are in reality writing down from memory a vereion which 
they have learned by roic. This is done with almost incredible 
acciu-acy by many of the students — a practice which nothing except the 
ordo test can expose. 

It appears to us that it would be wise if, iu future, classical examiners 
Wore instructed to iiitliet a penalty on students who utterly fail at the 
required literal vei’sion, by mulcting tliem not only of the marks as.sigued 
for this, but also of all, or the greater poriiou of, the marks they might 
otlierwise make in the reiuo,inder of their translation. The ordv test, 
with such modification, might be profiUibly extended to all grades alike. 


Junior Grade.— Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. A. B. Hamilton, ll.d., Hugh A. M'Neill, b.a., and 
P. Sandpord, m.a. 

This paper dealt witli one prescribed author (Virgil, Aeneid, Book I.), 
translation at sight, imd Roman History. The mere translation of the 
passages from Virgil was well done, and for this question many students 
scored full marks or nearly full marks. At the same time a lai*ge 
number of these had nothing like a conuuensurate knowledge of Latin, 
if we are to judge from then’ attempts at unseen translation and tlie 
parsing of the Virgil. A painfully large proportion of boys gave 
admii'able veirious of the prescribetl text, who showed only the faintest 
evidence of having received such instruction in Latin as can be con- 
sidered of real value. The questions on parsing were poorly aaswei*ed 
by the great majority. The knowledge of ]>rosody was satisfactory, 
that is to say, about one Iialf of the students scanned the lines set, and 
a respectable number received substantially full marks. 

One striking fact was apparent regai*ding the translation at sight. 
Of tlie weaker candidates — viz., those who sooi^edless tlian 25 per cent, 
on this section of the paper, most were more successful at the verse 
passage than the prose. 

The answering on History was on the whole fair, but many really 
excellent boys neglected this subject altogether. The best answei-s on 
it were generally to be found in the paper’s of those who did the trans- 
lation at sight indififerently. It waa no uncommon experience to meet 
a paper obtaining over 70 per cent, in unseen translation and practically 
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no marks in Hisfcoiy. For this reason alone many othnrwiso admirable 
sUldents failed to reach a high staudnrcl on the paiior. It Wius disap- 
pointing to discover Iiotv few knew the meaning of Ua'iuH so common as 
censor^ legio^ vditea, turma. The attempts to trace tho changes in tlw 
number of j)rcetoi*s consisted often of an onumei’atloji of the more 
distinguished Roman names familini* to tho stiuhmt. When we con- 
sider that the programme in History \vj\a Umite<l to a period of 80 years 
(b.C, 264 to B.C. 170), it would have l)ccn luikural to expect a greater 
number of really good .answers. 


Junior Grade. — Second Pai’er. — G inr-s. 

Report of Hcv. A. L. Hamh-ton, 

Most of the girls had ])ropared tlic i»i‘o.sorih(Ml eour.sn can^fiilly and 
translated witli ftdr accuracy. It wouUl, howc^vtir, l«i <hisii'a])le that the 
candidates should become accustoiu(!<l to write hoi ter hlhglisli and ]my 
more attention to grammatical coiTOotnoHS. it is a pity that a d(;scrving 
student should expose liei’sclf to loss of imn-ks hy writing “ Jhitthu lM>y 
Ascaniiia .... ho shall li 11," or by coining hiicIi an adjocUve us 
“ screm/.mg.” 

Points of Grammar and criticism cvidnnlly <l<> not in girls' sclnads re- 
ceive the importance which they dcscivc. Very lew wm'o able to give 
the modern name of the Hel)rus, and the noLcs written on the words 
“ Volvendis mensilnia " in the lino 

Triginta magnos volvendis iiion.sibiia orbea 
Tmperio explebit 

were painful to read. Most candidates oxphiiuod bho phrase as an 
“Ablative Absolute "for which they got just that amount of credit 
which theii* answer deserved. 

By far the weakest part of tlio girls’ work I found to bo their 
scansion. Here, with a very few exceptions, good iiml had studcuLs 
stood on a common level of incompotency. I was iistoihHlied to find that 
out of 299 girls only three recognised that in bho line 
Litora iactetuv odiis Junonis iniquae 

the peculiaiity consists in the lengthening by ar.sis of the last ayllablc 
of iactetur. I presume that the obtuseness which reraaiiiH blind to this 
obvious peculiarity is due to the deplorable neglect of verse-making 
in our Irish schools. 

The unseen passages on tlie paper were translated hy some of tho 
girls with remarkable accuracy and corroctnesM, ono c.andidate having 
scored full marks on the extract out of Virgil — a rather difficult piece 
of Latin. The performances of the mujority, however, were much 
more^ mediocre. Many girls simply launched forth on a Hoa of words, 
trusting to Providence for a ruddci’. It seems a popular opinion bliat if 
words are thrown together they are ImuiuI to give a meaning somehow. 
I should suggest to the head nusti'cs.ses of schools tho advisability 
accustoming the girls undei* their care to the trauRhition of unprepared 
passage.s by setting regular exorcises in unsoen translations at frequently 
recurring intervals, I fear that in most schools this is not done. 

It only remains for me to congratulate the school mistresSea of 
Ireland on the high standard reached by many of their pupils iu a 
subject which not long ago was regarded as outside the limits of a 
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I Preparatory Grade. — First Paper. — Boys and Girds. 

I Report of John I. Beare, it.a,, and Charles F. Doyle, m.a. 

The answering of candidates on this paper has been very satisfactory. 
; It presents, in substance, no features of special intei'cst ; but, as regards 
i its form, we may mention a fact or two. 

Many candidates w’hetlier from want of practical instruction, or from 
thoughtlessness, omit to number their answers. A great many also, 
i for whatever reason.s, distribute fragments of answers over tlieir answer 
V booh.s' in wndcly diflbrent places. Both the.se iiTOgidari(.ie.s should ho 
I avoided. TJiey create for an examiner a ecvtsiiu liability to ovorlook, 
aiul therefore not to mark, parts of the student’.s work. If £tudei\ts put 
^ ill their answers in this careles.s and unmethodical way, some niistiikes 
may pos.sibly be made whicli would otherwise never occur. Even the 
most scrupulously careful examiners are human, and' students should 
not increase their liability to error- by the practice here referi-ed to. 

The un.swers of the girls call for little remark which does not also 
apply to those of the boys. In translation of English seutences into 
Latin, however, the latter liave been, this year, decidedly superior 


Preparatory Grade. — Sfx-ond Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. E. Maguire, d.d. 

The very hc.st answov-boolcs on tliis paper wore not singuhudy 
brilliant ; the number of blaulc.s and obvious fuilnres was unusually 
small ; but the conspicuous feature was the creditable standard attained 
by the great bulk of the e.xaminees. Bad spelling is an evil not easily 
overcome by children under fourteen yeai*s of age ; incorrect pvmetuation 
is to be expected j capital letters are sometimes found ridiculously out 
of place. Yet the instances of gross and persistent misspelling, of total 
neglect of punctuation, and of erroneous interchange of small and 
capital lettere, w'ere siu-prisingly few. 

It is a safe general rule that beginner.s ought to l>e taught to com- 
mence the translation of eiich distich of Ovid’s Elegiacs by .1 change of 
jmragraph and a Ciipital letter marking the first word ; but the not un* 
common practice of teaching them to traualiVte each vei*se in that way, 
has not the sanction of either usage or common sense. 

All i*0Lind, the answering in Roman History was not as good as 
niiglit be fairly expected ; a very small percentage of the candidates 
knew anything about the Third Macedonian War. The question in 
Prosody was Siitisfactorih” solved by more than half the candidates. 

Tt is a common experience to encounter instalments of an answer on 
portions of three or four m'ui-consecutive pages. Such disconnected, 
piecemeal, half answer and half afterthought is a l>ewilderiDg puzzle to 
ihe examiner. This practice or device could be easily suppi-essed by 
careful training. 

While tlie two extremes of distinction and failure are less sinking 
than in former years, the avei*age answering has attained a notably 
higher level 
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Phepahatory Giude. — Second Paper. — G niia. 

Eoport of Huon A. M'Neim,, h.a. 

I have examinoil the answers of tlin girls on thi.s |in.]ier, dfiiliiig >vitli 
one prescribed author (Ovid, Soleotioiia), triinsliitiim atsiglita?rd History. 
1 was especially stiuok by the fact that the girls who answcirod well on 
the prescribed author and the translation at .sight, thus promising to 
reach a very liigh total on the paper, appeared to iiogloct the. History 
altogether. With very few exceptions gooil niarh.s in History were 
obtained only by those who wore cxtronroly wrailc in H’ll.in. 

I tirke it to be an exturtincr's duty in liis rcjmi-L to dwell riithor on tbo 
imperfections than the merits ol cantlidah'S, fm' the infoi'ination of 
teachers rrniong whom the report is circiihrtrid. in that light the 
following remarks ai-e to be intorpretoil. 

The parsing of tire Ovid wa.s inditfei'ently done in most instanepB. 
In the line “ Nam ikdit e s-pecuia rnsius uU mjna tnumllut," it rerprircs 
little knowledge of syntax to .see that m/na ia tiro only word that can 
be the direct object of deiiU, end in fact praoticidly all the candidates ao 
translate it. Yet when asked to “ explain in what oaso si(/nii. stands 
and why," the majority do not attempt an answer', while of tiro rrrmaituler 
qrrite oire-half .say it ia dative cirao. The tr arrslntioirs of the ]>rosor'ibod 
text show that in schools sufficient attentiorr is irot paid trr oorrstruing, 
altlrorrgh it is Irarxl to see how childretr etur aeiprirc arty rriasonabUi facility 
in Latin without it. An extroniner can liero iliscovcr the fh'sb aigrrs of 
that divorce between the study of Latiir authors iirrd ijatin .syrrtax 
which assumes a more formidable aspect hr the higher' gi-adts. At tliia 
elementary stage one would think that syirtrix shoulil scarcely lar taught 
as a separ'ate study beyond wliat is firndarnoirtrrlly noeessai'y to rmrlco thd 
connection of words in a Latiir seiitonoe inhdligiblo. If h'lreluii's would 
make their lessons in .syntax go hand in hand with the roirding of the 
text nrrich confusion would be avoided. For the sciitenco “Trnthmtw 
ducihus inoenici imda sms," I repeatedly found in llu' sumo aiiHvvei' Iiook 
the tran.slation “the walls stripped of their Imuloi'S," iti!., anil tlio 
explanation “ cfcrciijM = iudii'cct object on imrluiilHr," or “dative on 
iradimtvr " and the like. Le,s.s often was tiro translation “ ai’o doliverod 
over to the leader's " with “ ducilms ahlativo on nndii.." Oleur'ly what 
is wanted is to make syntax a living, priietlcal study, usofiil mainly ns 
an nid to reading, not an isolated system of ahsti'act ti'iitlis,— iilontl. 
fied with the “whole existence ” of Latin, not forming “of its life a 
thing apart.” 

The defects in the trarrslatiorr at sight wore ehielly suolr arr might ho 
inferred fi'om the preceding ohsorvalions. Ono thing is iiotieeahle, tho 
girls are more adventurous than tho hoys in assniliog I, lie unknown. In 
fact there are few grips or daslios in tlioir answov.s. 

Little remains to he said about tho Koman !l listoi'y. Weakno.ss WM 
most apparent in tho explanations of woi'ds arising in l.liis lamrioction. 
Perhaps it is too mircli to expect much knowlodgir of jirosody in stmlentB 
so young. The most frequent auswor to the (lin'otiori to mark tho font 
and the quantity of the syllables in two given lines was ; — “ Fiint line, 
15 syllables; second line, 13 3ylhrble.s.'' 

I have not attempted to enlarge upon tho many oxcollont iiapors 
received; e.speoially meritorious in the mattor of unseeri ti'anslation, 
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ENGLISH. 

Senior Grade. — First Paper. — Boys. 

Repoii; of William Magennis, m.a. 

The essays of tlie senior boys wei'e very infei'ior. With the exception 
of some ten or fifteen, the bestoi them couUl lay claim to merely negative 
iiieiits : they were fairly cominonaeuse in matter ; they violated the 
ordinary i*ules of Grammar but seldom ; their puuctuation was almost 
tolerable, and tlie spelling only at times was execrable. So far as literary 
quality is concerned, too many essays were simply beneath contempt. 

This falling off is very remarkable. In previous years I waa much 
struck with the number of really excellent compositions in the Senior 
Grade j this year I was startled by the uniform poverty of thought, and 
the uniform slovenliness of expression. Tt is to be feared that .some of 
the schools from which these candidates entered, pay no proper heed to 
the teaching and practice of Engiisli Composition. Their neglect of this 
most important department of mental cultivation is probably responsible 
for the failure of the students to appreciate the prescribed play as a 
piece of litei’atiire. 

The gi’amraar portion of the paper consisted of four questions : one 
dealing with the history of the language ; one with analysis of sen- 
tences j another with prosody ; and a fourth mth .specialities of idiom 
and construction illustrated in phx'oses from “ Macbeth.” The history 
question and that on analysis were in nearly eveiy case attempted, and 
frequently full marks were awaided to the answers. Knowledge of 
Prosody, however, was confined for the most part to the few who scored 
well in the “ Macbetli ” section of the paj>er — .some of tliese, I 
was glad to note, were able to exliibit the metrical .structure of 
•&lie Sonnet by quoting in full and \vitli perfect accuracy, the master- 
pieces of Milton and of Wordsworth. As regards tlie question dealing 
with special features of Grammar, the ignorance displayed by the can- 
didates was amazing. Not five per cent of them could write a proper 
note on the pluase.s from Sliakesj)eare s very many condemned the con- 
struction in “ as who should say,” correcting (!) it to “ as whom should 
say ” ; while other.'i blandly explained that Shakespeare never fully 
understood English Grammar. 


Senior Grade. — First Paper.— Girls. 

Report of William Magennis, m a. 

The repoi-t I have to make on the Senior Grade Girls is substantially 
the same aa that which I have made on the Senior Boys.

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The compositions were in nearly erery case vapid and weak ; even 
the best of them seldom rose above re.speotable modiooi-ity. The 
Grammar answers betrayed a lamentable lack of study and thought. 
In this section only the question on Prosody was ficncrally answered with 
any degree of fulness and .accuracy. “ M.achetli ” was apparently 
neglected in the schools this year ; only a tew girls showed any know- 
ledge of the play as a piece of literature ; the vast majority g.ave meagi'e 
and scrappy answers where the e.Kerciso of any faculty higher than 
memory was called for. 

It is not an exaggeration to say that no more than tw'cnty eandi- 
date.s gave evidence of having undergone efficient training for tliia 
examination. 


Senior Grade.-— Second Paper.— Boys. 

Report of John Park, d.litt. 

I read the answers of 30.3 boys to tlio .cecond English papoi-, Senior 
Grade. 

The answering was, I believe, a.s good as I had in 1894, regard 
being had to the fact that this year my papers wore seconds, and had 
not the force and the freshness of morning work. One boy made the 
excellent total of CIO marks out of G50. 

Bacon’s Selecled EssayshaA been carefully, and as a I’ulo intelligently, 
prepared, and the marking was good and often very high. If Bacon had 
been well learned, the History seemed most known, o.specially the his- 
tory of England ; the 7 th question which asked with what Irish art 
was concerned, and when it degenerated and why, gave free pl.ay to 
some wild freaks of wit and fancy : — 

“Tlie cultivation of the potato; Irish woollens; Irish linouK; Irish 
lace ; from the very earliest times ; at tho death of 8t. Patrick ; at tlio 
Reformation ; at the time of Cromwell ; at the. introduction of 
Christianity." 

The Geography was not well made up, ns senior candidates have 
much other work wliieh they probably regard as of greater importance; 
and the answering in English Litonitiu'c wms lust and least. The 
Adonais, ex. i/r., was said to be irritton by Keats, Milton, Ijandor, Soutliey, 
Clarendon, Lamb, Pope, ‘VVordswortli, ami Spencer ; ami 0'ullivei''s 
TmiKls was ascribed to QoUlsmitli, Defoe, anil Jolm Biinyan, “Gulliver 
is Euppo.sed to be a Chiistiiin travelling to difl'ereiit eouiitrics.” 

The writing, spelling, punctuation, and an-angomeut wore usually 
good and often very neat and ovoii elegant. I noticed here, and more 
frequently in the junior work, bits that sooinwl intended Lo pass the 
time tUl the examination was over ; some made little puns on the name 
Bacon, and sprightly sallies — ex. yv., one .said ho didn't know where 
Manitoba, New Brunswick, and Rhode Island were, nor did lie suppose 
it mattered to any one, as he had heard that all these places had beej 
swallowed up by an earthquake last week ! 
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Senior Grade — Second Paper — Girls. 

Report of John D. Oolclouoh. 

The impression left upon my mind after examimixjv 15G papers 
(Senior Grade — Girls — Second Paper) is one of sonic disappointment. 
Mediocrity both of tliought ami of expression is the characteristie of 
tlie greater number; not 15 per cent, reach a point of remarkable 
merit ; N\*Iiile fully 30 per cent, sink below passing point on this 
paper. 

Tlje subjects were Bacon's Essays (selected), Outlines of Em/lish 
Literature from 1674 to 1832, Geography^ and the Histoj'y of England 
and Ireland from A. D. 1714 to A.D. 1837. I shall deal with these 
subjects separately. 

A. I cannot say that the Bacon is not known. But I can say that 
the knowledge of the great writer, as displayed upon too many of these 
papers, is inaccurate and ill-digested. In many cases erroneous views, 
and in a few ca-ses nonsense absolute, are fathered upon the philosopher. 
Witli the soul of the text, with that true inner significance of it 
which is best obtained b\" efficient oral exposition, too many of these 
papei*s lecoi'd but a superficial acquaintance. The first question was — • 

1. In what connexion, and with what view, does Bacon use the 
following expre.ssions ? — 

(ti.) “ The solecism of power ” ; 

{h.) “ The helmet of Pluto ” ; 

(c.) “ Keep the plough in the hands of the owners.” 

Now instead of (1) correctly quoting the title of tho Essay from 
which (<t), (/>), and (c) are respectively taken j instead of (2) quoting 
the passage or sentence in which the}’ respectively occur (or at least 
reproducing its substance) ; ami instead of (3) explaining in brief 
and simple language the general drift of Bacon’s meaning, [lerhaps a 
moiety of the candidates were satisfied to (1) quote the wrong Essay, 
(2) misquote Bacon, and (3) give an incorrect explanation or no ex- 
planation at all. 

To uuderitand Bacon’s Essays both i-equires and stimulates liigli 
thinking. High thinking means Iiai*d w'ork, particularly for school- 
giids who regard it as dry thinking. And so there is evidence upon 
too many of these jiages of an effort to evade thinking at all. 

B. Tlie bright feature of the pajiors was the Geography. The questions 
both in political and physical Geography wcio excclhMitly answered by 
most : not a few nearing full marks. Here and tliere, however, 
jMeridiiins of Longitude were confused with Parallels of Latitude. 

C. The questions on Irish History were answered with r-emarkable 
fulness and accuracy by most of the caiulidates : in fact the failures 
here were very few ; but the answering in English History was by no 
means so good. 

D. Name, with dates and very brief exposition the battles 
sithsequeni to 1750 which were most infiuential in determining 
the fortunes of Canada, India, and the United States. 

6. Mention some famous reforms, social or municipal, which 
mark the period 1760-1830. 
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In question 5, quite a large nnmlicr of ciiiulidatos wrote a list of in- 
signifioant battle.? and .skiniiisliea which were »toi “ mo.st iiinucntial," 
while only a few remembered the Capture of Montrenl and the Hattie 
of Waiidewash which witre. In quc.stioii 8 the word 'uncial' and 
the word ' municijyal' might have l)ccn Arabic for all the notice that 
was taken of either. 


D. The answering in Literature wa.s re.Hpootabl<i, but not liiilliant. 
In this department, as in the history, tliei-e ai)pear,s to bo a bjiidency to 
rely on mnemonic mastery of tJie actual words of certain handbooks. 
Thispracticeshould bestemly diacouutonancod,as tending tosuppross the 
power of high pereonal endeavour. Many girls (and boys) are quite 
content to be saved the trouble of tliinking for themselves. Thus, 
whatever could be directly gleaned from handbooks was leproduccd 
with accuracy ; but whatever could bo secured only indirectly, whether 
by hard .searchhig or by inference, t.c., I>y |icrsoiial olfort of will and 
judgment, was very feebly given where it was given at all. Of suoh 
kind were 10 (b.), 11 (i.), 12 (4.) 

10. (4.) Show, by examples, that in tlio reigns of William III. .and 

Anne literary merit was a passport to the highest favours 
of the State. 

1 1. (4.) Name four books, written during the period prc.scribod, which 

illustrate Irish life. 

12. (4.) Nitme the most typical poeb and name also tlio most 

powerful prose writer, of (1) Ejtr/liah, (2j Iriah, and (3) 
HcoUiish bii-th, belonging to the latter half of the 18th 
century. 

It is pleasant to be able to add that the spoiling and general 
neatness were eminently satisfaetoiy. But of punctuation some of 
the papers were almost as iimocont as a Greek niauuserqit. 


Middle Gkade. — Fiebt Papeh. — Bovs. 

Report of H. C. I. Wiiittv, m.a. 

The subjects in which I examim'd were— (1) Cnmpn.sil-.ion ; (2) 
Grammar (iu-cluding Parsing) and Amily.sis ; (ll) Milton (Lycidas, U 
Fenseroso and L' Allegro) ; and (4) Gray (The Hard, The mm, and The 
Ode QH Sloti College). 

The subjects set for Composition wore 

A. Describe the plot of any work of iiciion you have read. 

B. ” Ye gentleinen of England that live at homo in enso, 

Ah 1 little do yo think upon the dangers of tho seas.’* 

C. “ Gay Hope is theirs by Fancy fed, 

Less pleasing when possest.”— (Gray : Ode m Eton ColUge), 
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A large number of boys chose subject A, and some of the descriptions 
were very well written and formed quite pleasant reading. Bohinson 
Crusoe wa.s the favourite story, while Scott (especially Ivanhoe\ and 
Dickens were well supported. Of contemporary novelists, Kider 
Haggard seemed most popular. The “ penny-dreadful ” type of novel 
claimed a few admirers — a blood-curdling and thrilling romance called 
The Iron Pirate being, apparently, a special favourite of this class. 

The largest number wi-ote upon subject B ; but the work n]xni this 
subject wa.s, with few exceptions, decidedly poor. It was marred by 
high-sounding and inflated adjectives, sham sentiment and affected 
pity, and was marked by an almost total absence of ideaSy w'hetlier 
borrowed or* original. 

The Es.says written upon subject C were, os a rule, of a thoughtful 
charaetc]', and some of them attained to a high degree of merit. But 
man^' of them were, to a certain extent, spoiled by being too religious 
in their tone, partaking more of the nature of a sernion than of an 
e.ssay. This fault (if it may be so called); was more noticeable with the 
girls than with the boys. 

Some studeut.3 made a curious mistake in reference to the word 
“ plot ” in the wording of subject A, taking it to mean “ conspiracy,” 
and accordingly writing narratives of the Guni>owder Plot, Titus Oates’s 
Plot, and other famous liistorical conspiracies. 

The spelling, generally speaking, was good, and bad gmmmatical 
mistakes were rare ; but, on the whole, the com]>o.sifcions were not up 
to the standard that might reasonably be expected of Middle Grade 
students. About 35 }>er cent, of the candidates failed to obtain quarter 
marks, and onl}' about 13 j^er cent, obtained half marks. Some half 
dozen or so of the compositions were totally hrelevant to any one of 
the prescribed subjects. 

The Grammar and Parsing were well done, and most of the candi- 
dates showed a satisfactory knowledge of the rales of Analysis, 
although many of them failed to make the most of that knowledge, 
owing to carelessness and slovenliness in drawing out their schemes. 

The Milton was, on the whole, well and carefully prepared, aud the 
answering in it left little to be desired. In explaining the meaning of 
the lines from U PetiseYOSO — 

" Where f may oft oiitwatch the Bear 
With thrice-great Hermes,” (Q. 8 (.r).) 

some few of the candidates took them as referring to the rtniJJtal 
instead of to the constellation, aud accordingly gave rather hidicroua 
explanations. 

In answering Question 6 (“ Quote the lines from referring 

to St. Peter ”) one very curious mistake (common to boys and girls), 
constantly reciui'ed, namely, that “ the Pilot of the Galilean Lake ” was 
written “ the Pilate of the Galilean Lake.” 

The Gray seems to have been leanieil merely by rote by the majority 
of the candidates, as conipai-atively few of the answers display an 
acquaiatauee with the meaning of the linos. Question 9 ("Trace 
briefly in your own words the succession of thoughts and reflections 
iu Gray’s Mcgy ") was badly answered all round, by girls as well as 
boys ; and it was quite amazing how very few understood that it w 
to himself the poet refers in the last few stanzas of the Elegy, 
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Tlie line, “Their furrow oft the stubborn globe has broke” (Q. 10 (&) ), 
gave rise to the most extriiorilinary and varied collootiouof oxplanii- 
tions. One set of ansAvers treated “ furrow ” as a jilougb or some part 
of a'ldougb; another set, on the otliev baud, attached this niuaning 
to “glebe” “Furrow” atos also said to be “a soytbo” and “a 
tbreshingunaclime,” Avliile “ stublnn ii gkdni " vvn.s vaidously explained as 
“ a team°of horses " ftbis was by a girl), “a headstrong colt,” “ tlio 
oxen which ploughed the land,” “ the badly Irained o.xim,” and ffuimiest 
of all) “a root of the turnip family Avhicli is very tough and hard to 
bi’eak.” Mistakes of this nature in conncctioji Avith this particular 
line (but, of course, all of them not so ludicrou.sly absurd us the ones 
just quoted), Avere to be met Avitb in fully ouo-hiilf of the answers, and 
did not merely occur in isolated instances, as Avas the onse in the 
question on the Milton (Q. 8 (/)), spoken of above. 


Middle Grade, — First Pai'be.— Girls. 

Report of R. C. I. Wiuttt, m.a. 

Eor the subjects in which I examined, and for llio sulijcets set for 
composition, I beg to refer to the beginning of iny report upon the 
Boys. 

The OOMPOSITIONB of the girls were, on tlie Avliolo, eonside.rably bettor 
than those of the boys. This avas principally oAving to the fact that the 
former devoted more time to them, manifc.stly reg, aiding Iho Es.say as a 
serious and important part of the examination, Avhereas the hiiy.s in 
many instances left it to the bust, ami then, njipiireutly, hurried it olf in 
some fifteen or tAventy m mutes. 

The girls for the most part Avrote upon tho lines from Gray (sulijeet 0), 
and many of them handled the .subject Avitli considerable juilginent and 
skill — the most striking defect being an excessive liuuleney to “imiraliae,'' 

Not as many as I ex]icetod chose suhject A, but, of (rluwe. avIio did, a 
fair proportion Avrotc in a pleasant and natural nninnor, giving tlie jilots 
of their stories grapliicnlly, lucidly, and concisely. They drew princi- 
pally upon the works of the more modern authors — Hcott and Dickens 
having, apparently, vepi few admirers. “ In tho Maze,” hy Mrs. Henry 
Wood, seemed a special favourite ; Ukewise, “ Under Ihu Red Robe,” 
by Stanley Weyman. 

Subject B was not nearly so po]mlar with tho girl, a as Avitli tho boys, 
but the compositions on it Avere to a gi'oat extent free from tlio exagge- 
rated tone and unreal sentiment wbicli so much Alisllgnml the boys’ 
Avork on the same subject. 

I have no serious fault to find Avith the spoiling, gramnmi', or Inmd- 
writiug of most of the candidates ; many of them wore iiAvardod extra 
marks for general neatness and attention to details, Avhioh, in tho case 
of the boys. Was quite an exceptional oocurl-ence. 
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From the foregoing remarks it must not he inferred that I am entirely 
satisfied with the compositions of the girls, taken as a whole. Such is 
very far from being the case ; for, wlien 1 state that only about 17 per 
cent, obtained half marks, while about 28 per cent, were awarded less 
than quarter marks, it will be at once perceived wdiat a large amount of 
room there is for improvement in re-spoct to the writing of English 
Gompo.sition. 

The questions on Gramma r and Pabsint; wore not very well answeredi 
but in working out the exercise in Analysis, intelligence, care, and 
niethod were generally displayed, which, couibiuecl with a good know- 
ledge of tlie subject, secured high marks for most uf the candi- 
dates. 

The answering in the Milton was good, and gave evidence of careful 
preparation. In replying to Que.stion G Quote the lines fi’om Li/cidaa 
referring to St. Peter”) a great many girls, instead of merely quoting 
the five Iinc.s referring to St. Peter, M’rote out, in addition, the whole of 
St. Peter’s .speech to Lycidas — some twenty lines or so — thus wasting a 
large amount of valuable time. lu explaining the marked woids and 
pavssages in Question 8 some bad mistakes were made, such as, in the 
passage ^‘He by Friar’.s lantern led,” explaining “Friar’s lantern” to 
mean “the altar lamp,” “a star,” “the reflection of tlie moon,” and 
80 forth. Then, again, the passage “ to outwatoli the Bear xvith thrice* 
great Hemies ” drew forth some cuiious explanations, hut nothing to 
compsu*e with the ideas entertained by some of the boys as to its mean- 
ing. Hou'ever, these cases were exceptional, and, on the whole, the 
questions on IVIilton were answered very satisfactoril}'. 

The Gbay does not apj>ear to have been studied as intelligently as the 
Milton, and tlie remarks I have made upon the boys' answering in it 
apply with nearly equal force to the girls. In veiy few instances was 
the prose paraphrase of tlie Blei/y (Question 9) really well done, and the 
line Their furrow oft the stubborn glebe lists broke ” (Question 10 (6), 
gave rise ki quite a crop of ingenious ljbmdci>i, none, however, quite so 
absurdly fanciful as some of those committed by the boys in the same 
comiexiou. In “ Stout Giuster stood aghast" (Question 10 (a) ) the 
reference was in several instances said to be to the Duke of Gloucester 
afterwards Kichard III., and in “ Hauberk’s twisted mail ” (Question 
10 (c)) “hauberk” was occasionally taken to be a jireper name. The 
ten lines of the Bard's lamentation over his dead brother-bards (Ques- 
tion 11) were correctly quoted by the great majority of the candidates, 
boys as well as girls. This deserve.s especial notice, as no line was sup- 
plied to “give them a start ” ; so that in answering this question some 
thing more tlian a mere eifort of memoiy was involved. 


Middle Grade. — Second Paper.— Boys. 

Report of S. -J. MacMullan, m.a. 

The subjects were : — Selected Essays of Goldsmith ; History of 
England and Ireland, 1603-1714 : Outlines of English literature from 
Chaucer to Milton, both inclusive j Geography. 
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The candidates divide tliemsel ves by tlieir answering in bo two classes, 
the strong and the weak, with a very wide interval between. The 
knowledge of the strong candidates is valuable ; the knowledge of the 
weaker candidates, outlie other luind, is so poor in (luantiby and fjuality, 
that it never could be of service t(» them or to anybotly else. 

In the work sent up there is not mucli, tliongh there is iwi- 

dence of teaching. Many of the cvandidates seem to have lieen pretty 
well left to themselves. Now, in the case t»f the strong candidates, of 

intellectual gift und working undo!' eclncational inilucnce in other studies, 
this did not matter much. But very many of the weak candidates would 
have iinsw'ered much better, and therefore scored much higher, had 
they worked under steady, compeUnt supervision. 

Tlie paper set tests only acquisition. The amount <jf knowledge to 
he acquired is, lightly, not very great ; its chief value consists in the 
use a judicious teacher can inako of it in fcjrming the minds and en- 
larging the intellectual view of his pupils. That tlui cours<‘ of study 
has been turned to aocouiib in this way there is not nuioli oviJence. 
Rather it would seem that the boys have been set to “get up” the 
statements in the textrbooks as far as possible wonl for word, — a 
process which, in the case of weak pupils, results in such hush jis that 
presented in the following examples, taken from hundreds, some 
perhaps not so hud, some worse : — 

(ft.) “Bacon’s Essays were chiefly onliis visits to America and other 
exploits during his life.” 

{b.) “ Some of them [the poets of Italy] got high places at court-, such 
as Tully, Cicero, and Boiirb — the great sculptor and painter.” 

(c.) “ Hampden was a man who was put up to taking an action against 
his master for receiving a bribe.” 

(d.) [The leaders of tho so-called Metaphysical School of TCngllsli 
poetry] “ were Homer, Virgil, Melton and Dante.” 

(c.) [The great Equatorial current of the Atlantic Ocean] “ enbers at 
the Atlantic, goes away round the coast and turns in at the bay of 
biscay, aud discharges itself at the enti*ancc of Oormauy imtil it gets 
out along the coast of Germany, and there it takes its direction,” 

(/') [Eranz-tToseph Land is] “noted for tobacco, currants and 
oranges.” 

It is gratifying to find that there is a distinct iniprovciiKmt in the 
mode of presenting the answers to the Exaininor. It is now only tho 
very weakest candidates that bite up their answers inl-o fragments, ami 
drop these on to the paper in order. And that other had habit 

to wliich I I'eferred last year — of hiding away an-swei's, or parUs of 
answer.s, in the blank leaves at the end of the answor-book, has all hut 
disappeared. 
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Middle Grade. — Second Paper. — Girls. 

Report of S. J. IVLicMullan, m.a. 

The subjects were : — Selected Essa 5 ^s of Goldsmitli ; History of Eng- 
land and Ireland, 1603-1714; Outlines of English Litemtnre from 
Chaucer to Milton, both inclusive ; Geogitiphy. 

There is more symmetry in the work of the girls than in the work of 
the boys; that is to say, the strongest caiulidiites are not separated 
from the weakest by .so wide an interval. The work, except in a very 
few cases, is not of fii’st rate, or even of high, ijuality. ‘ 

There is distinct evidence of amazing industry and of careful super- 
vision. But unfortunately the indu.stry i.s often misapplied, ^is, c.^., 
when Goldsmith’s estimate of Shaftesbury is learned off by heart — and 
then (liere defective supervision comes in) — given in the examination 
as Goldsmith’s estimate of Bolingbroke— or L’Estiange. Time and 
labour would be much better be-stowetl in getting at a distinct concep- 
tion of these writers, even as they are expounded in the Es.say, than in 
learning by rote the ipsissima verba of Goldamith. AVhile, therefore, 
the girls show marvellous indu.stry and self-denial, their success in 
winning marks is not commensurate with the efforts (in themselves 
praisewortliy) of both pupils and teachers. 

Another all-peiwading weakne.ss in these answers is — inaccuracy; 
and inaccuracy means a low mark. Special pitfalls, set quite uninten- 
tionally, wei*e — the in.scriptions over tlie gates in the Gaixlens of Quamsi 
{Pervia Virtuti; Fadlis De>n:e}mis). Then there was the spelluig of 
Caribbean, Sweden (Carnhean^ Carrihian; Siveeden — paHsim, Stveedon) ; 
but the titles of Milton's prose works proved the most fruitful in 
blunders. The boys’ papers also swarm with the.se .srtme mistake.^ ; and 
boy.s and girl.s, in almost equal numbers, confound Buckingham with 
Marlborough, and Eugene with Rui-kei't. 

The boys are weak in Geography — it is the woi*st subject they bring 
up ; but the girls are (juite surprisingly bad, cunsidering their ind\istry 
as shown in other parts of the course. They are like a certain scliool- 
girl at the beginning of the century, whose (ieoriraphj^ even when she 
was ending her school days, left much to he desh'ed. But if the answeiing 
on the Geogiaphy questions is bad, the work on the map is worse. 1 do not 
know tliat I have ever seen greater ignorance <lisplayed by examination- 
candidates. Many hundreds of marks have l:)eeji lost in connection with 
the map. Here I note a curious circumstance. When a boy is imable to 
answer any of the inaj) questions — when, in other words, he is imable to 
indicate one place out of ten places “ set " on the map (Spain), he .sends 
up his map blank. A girl, on the otlier hand, in the same case, usually 
prints with great care every one of the ten places mentioned in the 
examination paper on her blank map, etches-in the mount.aiu chains — - 
occupies, in short, a considerable portion of her exanunatioii-timc — and 
does not earn a single mark. It is, T imagine, impossible to gh*e any 
credit to a candidate who places, in however neat fonu, Santander on 
the site of Gibraltar, Barcelona at the mouth of the Tagus, Badajoz in 
the island of Majorca, the Sierra Nevada on the line of the Pyrenees, 
— and so of the rest. 

On the whole, tlib^ work would be much more satisfactory if the 
candidates had mixed with their unquestioned industry and earnestness 
a little reflection With judgment ; had recognised and avoided in 
their studies the temptation to inaccuracy in thought and statement, 
and had not wholly neglected the geographical section of the course. 
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Junior Grade.— First FAi'Hn.— G irds. 

Report of G. F. SAVABE-AiiMSTiioNii, m.a., d.lit. 

I have the iioiiouv to report that, on the wliolo, the aiiHworiiig has 
shown, in my opinion, anxioty on tlie )iart of the cau<U<hite.s to Jo 
their very be.st ; much zealous self-pro|iiiration ; and a good deal of 
careful teaching. It is many years .since T hiive taken part in any 
examination under the Tntermediiite Education Board, and I can freely 
say that I have observed on this occ-asion many aigii.s of iinjirovement 
in the quality of the work done by the candidates. 

There is still evidence— and they arc, jicrhaps, tlie, worst features 
apparent— that the memory of tlie candidatos is cultivated rather in 
excess of their under.standing ; that subjects, such a.s poetry, which are 
intended to be, and ought to' be, a .soiirco of elevating enjoyment, are 
too much dinned into their minds a-s wearisome tasks ; and that the 
teaching of English Composition is not efficient, it.s mothodn and iirin- 
ciples being probably not properly oonijirohended. 

There has been a very general facility in answering questions in 
poetry with passages learned off in parrot-like ignorance of their 
meaning ; where the powers of thought and observation arc called into 
play (as in parsing and analysis of sentences), tliero have been many 
failures ; and, with rare exceptions, the compositioii.s have been crude 
and uncultivated. 

I have marked the compositions with lenieiioy, because oaiididatos 
so young cannot be expected to be furnished with many ideas or with 
much information, and without ideas and matter no really good e.s.say 
can he produced. It was quite clear, too, that the faults of tho com- 
positions were not always due to any want of zeal or care on the part 
of the candidates. 

The spelling was often very faulty ; hut many people, even of great 
intelligence and observation, develop into gooil spidh.irs very .slowly. 
There is far less excuse for bad gi'amnmr, which e.xhibited itself not 
unfrequeutly ; and the lavi.sh mumso of s/iiiU a.iul inill, s/iimld and 
rmuld, hi, 1 am greatly afraid, partly tho isisult of wilful obstiniicy iii 
older heads. I have myself known an instanci! of a hoy having been 
rebuked, and even ridiculed, by an Irish nuustor, in what was con- 
sidered an excellent Irish school, for employing these words correctly, 
as he had been taught to do .at homo. Tho boy was told that he was 
affecting an “ English way of talking." I hope Ihero is not in our 
country anything in the nature of a projudioo against the right use of 
these very simple, but very important, wor<l.s. 

The styles of composition which appeared to show most clearly a 
neglect of training were the “ Epistolary Style " and tho “ Sennouic 
Style.” Tlie young candidate who 1ms had 1 ittle guidaiico or instruc- 
tion in English Composition, suddenly lind.s hoi self asked to write an 
essay, for example, on “ The Gaine.s she most Enjoys." Slio has no 
idea of the system or form wliioh .she ought to adopt, ami she imme- 
diately dashes off svith a confession of all her partialities and dislikes 
in such matters, us if she were wi'iting a hurried scrawl to a .school- 
fellow or a brother or sister. This is the “ Epistolary Htylo "—of tho 
helter-skelter variety. Or the youthful candidate is required to write 
ru essay, lot us say, on tho excollent moral maxim, “A, Good Name 
is better than much , Riches." She is familiar with uo model for the 
treatment of such a theme except the discourses on kindred subjects 
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wliicli slie has heard delivered fi’om the pulpit of her house of worship. 
She, accordingly, favours the Examiner with au ardent address, abound- 
ing ill solemn exhortations and pathetic ** ohs ! ” and “ ahs ! ” 'J'his 
is the “ Sermonic Style ” — of the competitive exatniiiation variety. If 
the pupil has been really taught English essay-writing, she will not ba 
likely to fall into such errors wlien she comes up to be examined. 

Ill the formal exercise in punctuation many candidates showed accu- 
rate knowledge and skill ; but in ajiplying the rules of punctuation 
to their own compositions most of them went lamentably asti*ay. 

Some few candidates were so bacll}' prepared in all branches of their 
work that it seemed almost a cruelty to subject them to an examination 
at all. 


JuNiOE Grade. -First Paper. 

Eeport of W. P. CoyNE, m.a., Rev. M. FoQARrY, d.d., and 
Rev. Cornelius Mulcahy. 

We have pleasni’e in stating that the an.swering in the Firat Junior 
Grade paper in English was, considered all lound, very satisfactory. 

The Compositions were in a few cases excellent — in a few very poor 
indeed ; while the greater number fulfilled all the conditions that could 
reasonably be looked for in the essays of Junior Grade boys. We take 
this average merit as a sign that t-hi.s important and valuable branch of 
the examination is receiving more and more attention in the schools. 
TJiere is, of course, still room for considerable progi*ess. Thus some of 
the essays, and these evidently the work of fairly iutelligent lads, showed 
a remarkable ignorance, on the part of the writers, of the pioper limits 
of a sentence or of tlie laws of paragraph constniccion. In the matter 
of spelling, there is plenty of room for reform. Few jiapers, indeed, 
wei*o free from gross blemishes in orthography. We frequently found 
glaring errors such as the following : — 

“Mussels'^ forniusclesj ‘^devide” ; 

“ And as a hair whom hounds and horns persue ” ; 

“ ‘ Sweet * said the An^Ie, as she gave the gift,” &c. 

One Examiner, who took the trouble of estimating the number of 
variants of the title of Moore’s “ LiiUa Kookh” which he found in his 
papers, arrived at a grand total of twenty -five diflerent, and all erroneous, 
spellings ! 

The passage given for correction, inseition of capitals, punctuation 
and quotation marks [Question 2J was, on the whole, very well done. 
This is the move commendable .is the question was in the nature of a 
surprise one. 

Tlie passage given for analysis* was most indifiereutly handled. Cub 
of every possible combination of erroi*s we select the one which we found 
most frequent. lu this “ The service past ” w«s described as the 
Principal Sentence : “ Each honest rostic ran ” as Subordinate, and the 
rest accordingly. The line given for pareing was Goldsmith’s 

Sure, sce7ies like these no troubles e'er annoy. 

* “ The Bcrvice past, around tJu pious man, 

IPi’M steady coaf, each honest rustic ratj." 
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Tlae general answering on this was veiy poor. Quite 60 per cent, of 
the answers were erroneous in some part, while such gi’oss blunders as 
making “scenes” nominative to the verb “annoy” and “ troubles " 
its direct object j parsing “Uko” as a vorb, and “annoy" as a noun 
were regi'ettably frequent. 

"Wherever ineinory-worlc, pure and simple, was siifTiciont for the 
answer, the questions were uniformly well <lono. This Wiis inavkeclly 
so ill the Quotations from the Authoi-a. H(u‘e, however, wo must 
remark that while tho “references” were, in almost avitvy ciuse, stated 
correctly, and the passages located in their context, the “nnwuiing” of the 
passages was very often omitted, or an crroueinis one* actrilmted to them. 

Great fluency in quotation was a general chanusteristic of tlio ex- 
aminations. We should like to feel certfiin that mere inomory is unt 
being cultivated at tlie expense of tln^ liigluM* intellectual powcr.s— a 
suspicion for wliich the general answering in the paptu* olfei's many 
grounds. An error in qnotsxtion like the following — which was exceed- 
ingly coimiion — shows that a groat number of the students learnt 
Moore’.s lines as a mere rhyme-jingle without any but the vaguest idea 
of their import : 

“ But see — alas ! — the crystal Inu* 

Of Eden moves not — holier far 

Thai even this drop the Ixion must bo 

That ope.s tlio gates of Heav'n for thee.” 


JuKioR Grade. — Second Paper. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. P. F. Cauiiichael, ll.d., John D. Colcdough, and 
John F. Taylor, r.a. 

The questions from the Spectator wei*o, on tho whole, fairly answered, 
though but in comparatively few instances conhl fclui reply ho regarded 
as complete. The quohition from tho poet Antipliaiie.s (Question 4a*) 
was seldom accurately given, and in their treatment of tlio .second part 
of the question, as in that of Question 2, the writers drew largely upon 
their imagination; no little skill and intcdligonce, however, won^ .some- 
times displayed in their aii.swcr.s, although, of course, no credit could he 
given for such attempts. 

The point of Question 2* was frequently ini.s.sed, iiotwitlustanrling 
that the word Imman Avas italicised. 

There wa.s a decided improvement in tho amswers to tlio que.sfcionH 
in Irish History, indicating a niovo careful study of that .subject. 

With the exception of the replies to No. 16,* which wero liLtlo more 
than guess work, the answeiing in Geography was good. 

The spelling, in a considerablo nnnibiir of iu.staiicoH, was largely oi'Mjn 
to iinpTovement, and there was also in such cases a want of neatness 
and carefulness of writing to which the attention of toachcra should bo 
especially called .

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Junior Grade. — Second Paper. — Girls. 

Report of Mary A. Ltster, m.a. 

The answering was, on the whole, satisfactory. There were several ex- 
cellent candidates ■whose work showed good and intelligent teaching. 
Tiien there -was a large number of faii-ly good candidates who failed to 
reach a high standard on account of insufficient preparation, and want 
of care in teaching. 

Tlie answering of the qiiostioDS in tlie “Selections from the Spectator*’ 
was very good. Many candidates obtaine^i full marks for one or more 
questions. That many ludici’ous mistakes were made by ill-prepared 
or dull students goes without saying. 

The History qxieatious were well answered by those who had a good 
memory. Others, even intelligent students, were often unable to 
answer them. My genenil inqiression i.s, that in teaching history the 
memory is cultivated often at the expense of the other focultie.s. 

The Geography was the least satisfactory part of the paper. Most 
candidates tried to answer the questions, and many did so extremely 
well, but this was because tltey were easy. Very gi'cat ignorance and 
confusion of mind was di.splayed by many candidates. The teaching of 
geogi'aphy appears to be unsatisfactory, indeed very defective on the 
wliole. How could a child who had ever dra^vn a map of England say 
that Liverpool is one of the counties of Wale-s, and Manchester its 
chief town? And this is only one example of numerous similar 
mistakes, and is es.sentially a proof of bad teaching. I am aware that 
a reform in the teaching of geography is much needed, and the sooner 
the teachers make themselves acquainted with the best methods of 
instruction, the better for the children. Not one c.'indidate answered 
correctly Question 15: “How is soil maxi e ? What work is performed 
by brooks and rivers ? What l>ecomes of min ? Many thought it 
referred to agriculture and commerce, not ]^hysicnl geography. 

It is a })ity that so many candidates (fully ten per cent.), are jjemiitted 
to present themselves for examination, -who are plainly quite unfit, and 
have not any chance of passing. To such children an examination, far 
from being a liealtl»y stimulus, must be distinctly injurious. 

Much more attention .should be paid to style in answering by the 
majority of candidates. 

The questions should he answeml in order, one part should not be 
separated from another, clear and correct munbering is essential, a 
space should be left between each answer. Neglect of these details 
lowered the standard of several candidates. I mu.st add that many 
papera woi-e veiy creditable indeed, the answering clear, concise, and 
well airatiged. 

It might be worth while for teachers to i-emind their pupils that all 
ai)peals to an Examiner's “ mercy,” aud entreaties to be allowed to pass, 
are so much time and paper wasted. The practise of making such 
appeals by ignorant students is too common, ami caniiotl>e too strongly 
contleraned. 


Preparatory Gr.ade. — First Paper. — Boys. 

■Report.s of J.vnr Barlow, William Magennis, m.a. ; Archibald J. 
Nicolls, ll.b. ; aud L. Edw. Steele, m.a. 

In general, the papers of the Prepaiatory Grade boys, and especially 
their Compositions, indicated the possession of a large measure of in- 
telligence ; but in too many cases it was painfully ob-vdous that this 
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natural ability had been neither judiciously developed nor wisely 
guided. In such ca.so.s the conviction was forced \iiwn us that the 
teacliers were concerned rather to secure that their pupils should “ pass” 
the examination in .some fasliion, than that they sliould fairly under- 
stand the subjects of tlio English programine, anti benefit intellectually 
by the year’s study and instrucliou. This system of converting 
children into mere earners of results fees, to tlu^ detriment of tliciv 
education, is promoted by many devices. We detected occasional 
trace.s of one device which can only be characUn-ized as pernicious 
and demoralizing : before the candidate has even ouhu'ed the oxaininfi- 
tiou liall his work of composition is done ; lie has been pi-inie<l wdtli an 
essay chosen, on .speculation, from some author, and is supplieil with a 
series of “ introductions” from wljich to select, in order to adjust the 
memorized essay to the special rcquii'ements of the (^xamiimtion paper. 
The effect on the monih of the schools wlu'ro this pi'actico is pursued 
can be easily foreseen. 

Tt is niiTch to be feared that Grammar and Sp(<lUng do not receive 
the attention they recpiire. Quite a largo luimber of otherwise 
good papers are spoiled by siich faults as even primary acliools 
labour to correct. Provincialisms are of frctjucnt oocurreuce, for 
instance: “They were qf(er rowing a mile”; “Ships doe.'t he goiug to 
Liverpool” : “The captivin woiikl not latm tliem disembark.” This use 
of “ leave,” meaning to permit, seein.s very prev.ahmt ; it is mot with in 
papers studiously free from colloquial and objectionable phrases. As 
regards Spelling, no hmgiuigo can properly dcacriljo the vagaries in 
which thef:e candidates indulged. A few quotations of the actual 
spellings mast suffice : Inrn (i.c. iron) Is usc<l for the -numnUdns 

(mountings) of ships” ; “ lorn is very useful for making ovnlvmii^t such 
a.s eroses and other household purposes” ; soiol (soul), wnvraldj siesars 
(scissors), pinchers (pincei's), hritches^ ohteU (hotel). These examples 
reveal the style of speech and ]jronunciatiun which ohtain.s in tlie scliools 
from which the perpetrators hail. 

Boys who have not the faintest conception of wlint parsing is, can 
score full marks in questions asking for tlio plurals of certain nouns \ aud 
many who cannot answer oven tliese questions satisfactorily, can quote 
literally and voluminously from “The B<>siirted Villagi^,” and “Tlio 
Prisoner of Chillon.” Yet not a few w]jo are thus familiar wibli the 
text, are absolutely ignorant of its meaning. Tlio inforonco to ho 
drawn from these facts is unmistakable. 

In drawing attention to these sliortcoinings of caiuUdatu.s and to the 
unsatisfactory elements we thought apparent in tlu^ mod(i of ]:irepamtion 
adopted by some of the teachers, we do not lose .siglit of the fact that 
the general level of merit was high, and that a con.siderable number of 
pupils displayed sucdi marked jiroficicnoy as could only l>e attjiined in 
schools where the work of education was tliomughly ciu-ried out. 


Preparatory Grare.— Fiust Paper. — Giri-s. 

L. Edw. Steele, m.a, 

I have examined 712 an.swer-bookB on the Fii-st Paper (Compo-sitiou, . 
Grammar, and the Poetical Book.?), and beg to report that the answering 
as a whole was very satisfactory. The paper was not a difficult one, and 
consequently accuracy in the an.swci's was looked for ; some of the 
answer-books were really excellent, when the ago of the candidates ia 
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conBidfred. Tlic orderliness oljsei‘vc*(l in the arrangement of the 
answei's, and the legibility of tlie writing, were worthy of praise, and 
reflect much credit on the instructoi’s of the candidates. 

English Coinjiosition. — The first subject given (“ Any great disaster 
on sea or land whicli lias intei*ested you ”) produced the best composi- 
tions ; the Kerry-Bog incident, and the Pari.s tmgedy, supplying nuatter 
for many very good eflbrts. Although many did give evidence, yet a large 
number failed to show’ any, of an effort having been made to arrange 
some heads or points before the compositions were commenced. I noticed, 
for the firettime, evident signs of some compositions having been carefully’ 
committecl to memory ; for example, seveKd, -whidi were descriptions 
of sliipwrecks, were merely ingenious paraphrase.s of ‘ Tlie Wreck of 
the Hesperus.’ As one would have expect, there was a marked 
absence of the d readful .school and street slang, whicli is so ofiensi\-e in tho 
boys’ compositions. English comjiosition is obviously a difficult subject 
to teach, but there remains very mucli to be done in the direction of 
supplying boys and girls with some simple plan, to follow at an examina- 
tion, such as would suggested by having an introduction, a descrip- 
tive or argumentative portion, and a summary or peroration in every 
composition. The punctuation, as usual, was poor. 

Grammar. — The punctuation exercise proved an excellent test. 
There were 35 |>ossible corrections in the piece given, and not more than 
two or three candidates obtained full murks; some of the attempts were 
very bad, but a large numl>er proved satisfactory. Notwithstanding 
the explicit directions, many insisted on altering the phi-aseology of the 
passage. Tho parsing wa.s not good. In the first lines of the excerpt — 

“ Thus much tlie fathom-line wassfni 
From Chillon’s snow-wliite battlement,” 

a large number parsed “ ims sent,* instead of what was indicated by 
the itiilicisiug. 

Literai'y portion — The Deserted Vilktffe and Prisomr of Chillon , — 
The memory work wsi.s excellent; nearly all the cuudidate.s gavo the 
quotations most aecui-ately, and as if they understootl their meaning, 
thei-e being very little of a mei*e phonetic, ill-spelt re-echoing of the 
w’ords of tlie poems, which 1 iiave observed on previous occasions. 

The least satisfactory auswei*s w’ere to tliose tpiestiou.s which de- 
manded explanations. For example : in (^uesl. 0, where au explanation 
of “ the sicklg trade ” was required — (“ T’here the p;de artist plies the 
sickly trade'') quite a large number accepted the word artist as 
equivalent to painter of pictures^ and ascribed the sickliness of his 
occupation to the poisonous nature of his paints I To Quest. 9 (on 
The Prisoner of Clullon), in the lines — 

" And cheering from my dungeords hrhik 
Had brought me back to feel and think,” 

the following answer was repeated over and over again : — ^^dungeoids 
hriiik is the brink of death to which he liad come in the dungeon,'' 
When the words merely require the simple explaiuition, that they refer 
to the little window of the piisoners dungeon, tliis elaborate one is the 
move extraoialinary. Again, in the same question — 

** I had no hope my eyes to raise, 

And clear them of their dreary rnotef 
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the following note was received on a great nnmhcr of the ]mpors : 
“ moie . a particle of dust in the eye ; dreary mote, the mote which 
caused the prisoner’s eyes to drip dismal tears.” These examples would 
suggest that the candidates had used some annotated edition of the 
poems whicli had been put into their hands without due consideration 
as to its suitability ; a serious matter whenimuks are lost thereby, and 
one worth the attention of school authorities. 


Pkepakatort Grade. — Srx'osn Paper — Bovs. 

Report of Rev. Daniel Cogiilav, d.d., and Hn.EEN Kinoston, ra. 

The question.', were, on the whole, fairly w(dl answo'od ; tlio candi- 
dates seem to have prepared tlieir work well, anil tlio ilefeots to which 
we shall have to allude are, we are sure, mainly duo to the intellectual 
immaturity of youth, and not to defective training. 

The answering on the Spectator wa.s, on the average, goiKl. But it 
was obvious, in some co.se.s, that tlie memory only liiul been exercised, 
and that the meaning of the author had not Ixien apprehended ; and 
consequently the answering was somctinies defective, whe.rc the ques- 
tions required a knowledge of the subject matter of the Essay.s. 

The questions in English History were, generally speaking, fairly 
well answered. But the answering in Irish History was not so 
generally satisfactory ; which would seem to point to the di.sngreeable 
fact that the carefnl teaching of Irish History is not so gcnornl 
amongst us, as of English History. 

In Geography, Ireland seems to have hcon well studied ; but the 
answermg in general Geography was, in many aises, inaccurate and 
defective. 


Pbeparatorv Grade.— Second Paver.— Giri.s. 

Report of William Graham, m.a. 

The answering of the Girls in the Preparatory Grade was, on tlie 
whole, fairly good, though the marking was not quite .so high as on the 
last occasion when I examined this Grade. I do not, however, tliink 
the latter result was due to their being less well prepared, but merely 
to the fact that the questions in English Literature tins year wove 
possibly a shade harder than on the previous occasion. 


COMMERCIAL ENGLISH. 

Senior Grade.— Boys and Girls. 

Report of William Graham, m.a. 

In the Senior Grade, Commercial English, the number of boys who 
presented themselves for examination was not great ; but tiie average 
answering was very good, while the highest was exeellent, two attaining 
over 75 per cent. Tlie intelligence shown in deciphering the copying 
manuscript left something to be desired, being, as it was, a shade loss 
than that shown by the same grade of students when lost examined 
by me. It should, however, be added that the exercise laid before 
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them this year, being on a financial subject, bad in it an unusual number 
of technical terms requiring for their comprehension special knowledge 
as well as general intelligence, so that I do not think that, on the 
whole, there has been any falling off in the standard of attainment in 
this branch. 

Much the same may be said of the girls’ answering as of the boys in 
the Senior Commercial English. The answeiiug, indeed, was not of 
quite so high a level, and the best was not so good as in the case of 
the boys; but the chief difference between them, to the advantage of 
the latter, came from the fact that the girls made giiesses much wider 
of tlie mark in their I'endering of the copying manuscript. As stated 
with regard to the boys* paper, this was on a financial subject, with 
which presumably girls without sjiecial reading are less acquainted than 
boys. 

Middle Gb.\de. 

In the Middle Grafle, Commercial English, the answering presented 
u good steady avej*age, with very few fahurM, in a total of sixty-six 
candidates. Iii the case of the best .student tlie answering reached 
tlie exceptionally high score of 375 out of 400. The answering of the 
girls was a sluide inferior, but only :i shade. As in the case of the 
Senior Gnide, tlie subject of the copying manuscript was financial, with 
the result, that while the handwiiting was genemlly good, the knowledge 
required for intei-pretation of the manuscript was a Tittle wanting. 


Junior Grade.— Boys and Girls. 

Report of John Park, d.li'I't. 

I examined in Commercial English, Junior Grade, the answers of 31 5 
boys and 30 girls. Though they were often meagre and insufficient, and 
sometimes wildly wrong, they seem to mark an advance since 1894 
when I examined similar papei-s, in respect of neatness, infoimation, 
capacity to take a hint, and general intelligence. Hei*e Geography has — 
and, in my opinion, very properly — uiore value than History, and it 
was better prepared ; the weakest ]>art of the work was the copying 
manuscript, which too often betrayed a .sadly <lefective vocabulary, and 
a surprising ignorance of cuiTent phrases and expressions. 


PRECIS WRITING. 

Senior and Middle Gr.ades. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of Archibald J. Nicolls, ll,r. 

Many of the Precis paperc examined by me tliis year for tlie Com- 
missioners of Intermediate Education were very satisfactory. This 
applies equally to the work of Senior Ginde and Middle Grade pupils. 

Sevei’ul Middle Grade candidates showed but very slight knowledge 
of the correct method of work. They lacked power of condensation, 
and failed to collect the salient points in the file of correspondence put 
before them, 

G 2 
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In Biy opinion the he.acls of aclioola undervnlno Precis as a subject of 
studj'. I call special attention to this, because the number of pupils 
presenting for the examination bore no fair proportion to the number 
of students in cither grade. 

This is remarkable, and to be regretted ; for proficiency in Pi’icis is 
essential, in many cases, to the advancomcut of thirw -who devote them- 
selves to commerce or to any branch of the Civil Service. 


FRENCH. 

Senior Grade. — Bovs. 

Report of Albert M. Selss, ll.d. 

In looking over the 278 Boys’ Senior Grade answer hooks, sub- 
mitted to me for examination, I was sgreeably surprised by the correct 
rendering of most of the French passages set for translation into 
English. There were few, if any, failures in thi.s jiait of the answering. 
The cose was different in attempts at French composition, which wore 
less successful, thus corroboratmg the common observation that a 
student may he able to understiuid wliole pages of French, and to 
translate them fairly into English, and yet not know how to write or 
say one dozen words of his own in accurate grammatical French. 

A new and interesting feature of the recent examination is the 
attempt at describing the sound of Frencli words by means of English, 
and the intioduction of questions bearing on the pronunciation. A 
successful advance in this direction is most desirable, because it would 
meet a standing reproach made to the system of Intormodiate Examin- 
ations, viz., that they rely exclusively on m'ittiin proofs of knowledge, 
and consequently ignore the audible element in Modern Languages. I ' 
have watched the result of the new experiment in the case before me, 
and am h.apjiy to say that means the employed, though not a perfect 
substitute for vim roce examination, yet seemed to me to involve 
a fair approach to oial tests, and that, therefore, such questions on 
promuieiation ought to be oontiuued, and should form a permanent 
feature of all French examinations in the future. 

About one-tenth of the candidates had omitted the que.stions relating 
to this subject ; about three-iifths had given impertect answers, and the 
other three-tenths had battled successfully with the questions asked. 
It would be unfair to set down the imperfections to sheer ignorance. 

The qtiestions set on the matter of the text-books were all readily 
taken in band, and answered with spirit, even if they led, here and 
there, to mistakes. Among these questions I especially include those 
on European histoiy and literature. There is nothing that affords so 
good a teat of general knowledge, and noiliing that relieves so agreeably 
and so uaefully the dryness of merely linguistio tests, os this chias of 
questions. 
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Seniob Grade — Girls. 

Kejfort of Paul Barbibr. 

The pi-onunciation of tLe combiuations ot the lett-era //, r)\ in the N\*ords 
fille, vUICy and conrrai — Question 1 — was iiupeifeotlj represen- 

ted. The Gi-araniar questions were, on the whole, creditably answered. 
Creditable ns they were, tl»ey do not come up to the standard of accuracy 
of the Middle Grade. The weakest points were — (1) the rendering of the 
sentences illustreting the use of the subjunctive mood; question 
4. (Most of the candidates laid the rules down correctly, and 3 *et 
were unable to apply the rules) — (2) the answering as to the nilcs on 
the agi’eeiucnt of past participles of redexive verbs. The cases of the 
oblique pei'sonal pnmoims governed by Jarre in front of an infinitive, were 
gener.dly luidly e.xploineJ. The prose comj)ositioii was much below 
the .standard of that of the iSIiddle GitiJe. Though the vocabulary wsis 
fail*, the syntaxical order of words, and the use of past tenses, miperfect and 
perfect, were indeed weak. The candidates were ill prepared in this 
important part of French s\Titax. hsotwithstfliiding my lenient attitude 
on this question, very few of the candidates obtained a third uf the marks. 
The translations of prepai*ed work were excellent ; &>me were I'emarkahle 
for their litemiy Huish ; so were the quotations from, the fable — a feature 
which indicates the eandidateH had been well tiniined and tiuiglit in this 
particiihu.* section of the paper. The tninshitionsat sight were ;;atisfacton* ; 
they, however, revealed a poverty of vocabulary, — words, as serin, 
chardonneret, manchoyi; ntatou, jmyyfef, kmiffars, herse, hambin, etc., 
were given extraoi’dinary meanings. Translating extracts frem various 
vrritere would rectify this weak feature. 


Middle Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Baul Barbieb. 

The candidates wrote a fair representation of the prouunciatiou of 
the typical French words, yenrwje, mig, 7iationaux ; the combinations of 
the letters U, gn, in the words briller, agnea^i, were very imjierfectly 
shown. Gn is fairly heard in in of the English word pinion, and Uer in 
the word yea. Tlie answere to the Grammar questions were good, 
although somewhat uneven. The answers to the Question 3 on. com- 
posing sentences to illustrate antrui, chacun, 7ii ni Vanlre, Ac, ; 

those to the Question 5 on trenslating into French icill there have been 
ajiy, they V)Oidd have to run, Iicoidd not hate sung, were poor. Coupling 
the translations of these sentences \vith that of if she icould play of the 
prose composition, I came to the conclusion that the candidates were 
not able to discriminate the fuuctious of iciil, Arc., as auxiliaries 

from would, loill, Ac., as independent verbs. The colloquial sentences 
were good indeed. The prose composition was uniformly well done. 
Many candidates exhibited a French living ring that induces me to 
think that their proficiency is nob only due to book training, but greatly 
to their having had colloquial practice. The manner in which the candi- 
dates translated the past tenses in this section and in the prose section 
was admirable ; the only weak point was the rendering of the past tense 
of How long were you in this school ^—Question 7 (a). I have not

satisf<iction end shows so much progress in the t(siching of h ranch in 
Irehunl. The translations of jireparod pnssiigos wore good ; that, how- 
ever, of some of tlio idiomatic senteuoos partook of the, cliiuncter of 
guessing work. Tlio explanations of .sontenais of (h), ( 4 >iostion 6— jew 
denumflepas nonplus, ilnyajmsdequoi, ito.— were poor, which uuisthe 
ascribed to thase sentences being overlooked in reading the set books. 
The scanning of French verses xvas a perfect blank. It i.s imposiihleto 
understand fully the baanty of French vei-ses if tlio studente ho not taught 
tlie .syllabic division of words. Tho unseen paper (11) translations, in 
marked contrast with tho other sections of the paper, wore very _un- 
satisfactoiy. Tho very first word, r/ne, misled many inbi mci'o guessing 
work. A mom rigorous pai-sing of French words, smiiowluit on tho 
lines of the rigorous metliod of parsing Latin, wouUl cnaiile candidates 
to nndei-stand fully the various .syntactical functions of qw.. 


Middle Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Paul BAitiumi. 

The remarks and observations on the answers sent in by tho boyo 
are also applicable, to the work sent in by the girls. 

The girls answered tho tpiestion on prommeiation with inoro 
accuracy than the boys. 

Both boys and girls negleetcsl tlio imporUiiici! attaching to tlio right 
use of signs itiyif, and <jmve in the ruiiiforcemcnt of tho vowel E. 
Marks are lost by this carelessness. 


Junior Grade. — Boys. 

Report of E. J.anad, V. Oqeh, and F. SpBNCiRn, m.a. 

Notwitbstaudiug a spiinkling of unprepared oaudidates, some of 
whom did not attempt a single question, the results of this year's 
examination show undeniable progress in almost every part of the work. 

Too many candidates not only wrote their answers without any re- 
ference to the number of the questions, but scattered fragments of a 
single answer over several pages of their answer books. Nothing could 
excuse tlie slovenly character of some of the papers thus presented, and 
teachers should obviate its recurrence by training the candidates to 
write their answers in a careful and orderly manner. 

Many mistakes are still found in English gr-ammar and orthography, 
not a few of which render unintelligible the sentences in which they 
occur. The standard in this respect is, however, gradually improving. 

With regard to the details of the paper, the following points deserve 
special notice, 

(1.) The answers to question 1 (on accents and sounds) wore generally 
very unsatisfactory, and in most cases the “ accents ” wore more cor- 
rectly done than the “ sounds.” It was thus evident that a largo pro- 
portion of candidates had not the most elementary notions of French 
pronunciation. Some, indeed, failed altogether to undemtand the pur- 
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port of the question, and contented themselves with translating into 
English the sentences designed as a test in pronunciation. 

(2.) Ill verbs there was very general weakness, and, in spite of the 
plain and straiglit-forward natui*e of the question, confusion between 
two distinct verbs and between <lifferent tenses of the same verb was 
very common. 

(3.) Question 5 (on adverbs and adverbial phrases) was seldom 
answered mtelligently or correctly. 

(4.) The Composition showed a deckled advance on the work of 
previous years, and was moi*e generally attempted than usual, a fair 
proportion of papers being exceedingly creditable. In the continuous 
passjige gross blunders were often so numerous as to render the whole 
of no practical value. Exceedingly few candidates were able to trans- 
late the phrases : “take a letter to the post and get it registered ; ” and ; 
“ after w'ashing our hands and faces.” 

(5 ) The “prej^ared” translation from French into English was, on the 
whole, fairly done, but seldom really well : and the instructions given 
in the paper were often neglected. The translation by many candidates 
of detached sentences from the prescribed work showed conclusively 
that preparation of the woi’st mechanical type is still far from rare. 

(6.) Both passages for translation at sight were very well rendered 
by many candidates, but many more entirely failed to grasp even 
their general sense, and a version intelligently begun often degenerated 
into unintelligible jargon. 

Reviewing the work as a whole, and comparing it with that of 
previous years, we regard it as satisfactory and decidedly hopeful. 


Junior G-rade.— Girls. 

Report of "W. F. Butler, m.a. 

The ails were ot the candidates for Junior Grade, Gii'Is, French, in 
1897, have been marked, on the whole, by a very gi*eat unifomiity. 

The standard i-vttainetl cannot, except in a very few' cases, be called 
high, the answers of the vast majority being on a dead level, by no 
means good, but quite sufficieut for a pass. 

In Grammar, liotli as tested by the actual Giammar questions, and 
by the ComiHjsition, a great tendency is to be observed to get up ex- 
ceptions and irregularities mtlier than what may be called a working 
knowledge of the language. 

The same tendency is to be noted in the Composition, where siinplo 
colloquial phrases seemed to present far greater difficulties than 
questions involving grammatical peculiarities. 

As regards the pi'escribed text-books many candidates had evidently 
only made up one of the authors required. 

There is no special remark to be made on the iinpresoribed pieces 
except that many candidates were quite unacquainted with the word 
“Czar.” 


Preparatory Grade, — Boys, 

Report of John W. Bacon, m.a., and Edmond J. M'WebneYj m.a. 

In comparison ivitli last yeoi'’s results we find that the standard of 
answering is on the whole well maintained. Considering the youth of 
the candidates, their knowledge of French Grammar is highly satisfac. 
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tory. With regard to Prenoli Composition wo find tho colloqulnl plirasoa 
well ti-anslntod by a large majority of the candidates, wlim-iia.s a gloat 
number failed at the continuous piuasago. Tins loverso was the case 
with the translation from French into English, tor th<r c<mtinumi.s 
passage was almost always accurately isnidei'csl, whoroas candidatc.s for 
the. niost part failed to grasp the meaning of the isolated phrases taken 
from the prescribed author; In the translation at sight " a noticoablo 
feature was the lack of practice exhihited hy candidaf.es in dialling with 
this form of exercise, and we think it would Ixi well if teacliors wora 
more frequently to direct the attention of pupils lo pas.sngos and authors 
outride the pvesoribed course. 


Prepahatohy Giiaub. — Oiulb. 

Report of P. J. Amouhh. 

The paper Iwus been done very tiredil-al.)ly on Uin wliolo. Anviuj; Uio 
unavoidable MlurcK, 11101*6 is still a number of can<Udiil,eH, lifl-y at least, 
that must have known or should liave been tohl tha(. limy had imt tho 
slightest chance of oblauiinjf a pivs.s. Tho aiiswc!i*K to tlKi /^nuinmaUeal 
questions show good groumUng and pjoniiHcs woll for tlm future. ^I'hu 
composition, as usual, is the hardest tcsl, tlie ooiitmnous pi<ic<i (^Hpe<5ially 
proving unmanageable to many for want of uii lule^jualo v(nmbulary ; 
on the other hand nearly every pnpiir slmws sumo kiinwltslge of 
elementary French idioms. The trauslatiou from tlm sot bfiok “Sans 
Famille” Is the least satisfactory iiarb of tho whole paper. 'J'lm con- 
secutive passage is well done, but the detached H(>nteucoK have pro<luc(.'d 
many failures. The inference is ohvious : pupils ariMipt to conmut a 
story to memory and manage well eiiougli when the conU\'tt lud]>H thoui, 
but they fare badly with the isolated words and pliva-sos, to which they 
have neglected to pay sufficient attention. Too many caiuUdatcsH failed 
to understand the meaning of word fur word " and of “ parallel 
columns,” and lost marks in consequence. A little practictj l>cforchAnd 
would easily set that matter right. I must not concliulc without 
congratulating the candidates on the methodical manner in which tho 
different parts of the |«iper have been treated. With very few ex- 
ceptions, every question has been answered in duo order and fully 
before the next one was attempted. 


COMMERCIAL FRENCLL 
Junior, Miudle, and Senior Grades, — Boys and Giulsi 
Report of Elpiiege J anau. 

I have examined the Commercial jumpers in. all thoso gnidcs. The 
answci'K showed that on the whole good work had been done. 

Senior Oracle. The Senior Grade paj.>ei*a were very creditably done 
by the boys. The girls did not do so well. Tu too many cases the 
handwriting was very unsatisfactory ; indeed such as almost to disqualify 
the candidate for commercial employment. The everyday term‘^au 
OTmptant, “sous peu,” “a la mine” were generally mismidei^tood, 
Only one candidate gave a correct translation of “ sample by parcel post," 
very few gave even an approximate triuuilation of “ registered 
letter or ^‘senior partner." J une appeared in almost every case os J uni. 
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Middle Grade. Out of 84- boys there are 35 failures, and out of 36 
21 failures — only 3 girls obtaining honours. 

Ill this grade also the handwriting left very much to be desired, 
especially in the case of the girls ; whilst the spelling showed iu many 
cases ignoiunce of every day words such as coffee, bales, coaree, weight, 
business. 

The translations from French into English were fair, but some candi» 
dates must have been strangely prepared who could mistake ta^'e for 
the name of an author. 

In the sentences to turn into French the phrase “account receipted ” 
WHS not translated correctly by any candidate. From the translation of 
these and of the longer pieces of composition it was evident that in many 
cases phrases bad been learnt and were used irrespective of theii' meaning. 

Most candidates in this grade will have to work very hard to pass the 
superior grade. 

Junior Grade . — The candidates for the Junior Grade were much 
better prepared than those for the higlier grades. 

Both pieces of translation from French into English were satisfactory, 
and showed that the candidates had learnt a large number ol words. 
The detached sentences and phrases to turn into English were not so 
well done. 

The Compo.sition was |K>or, in many cases very poor indeed. Too 
many candidates paid no regard to tlie most elemenhiry rules of giumuiar, 
and fre<piently the verb was in the first person with a aubjeot in the 
second. It would be better to limit such cundidate.s to the geueral 
paper, and employ in the study of the ordinary language the time now 
given to Commercial French. 

Still, on the whole, the examination proved that conscientiou-s work 
had been done by lx>bh teachers and pupils. If the juore succes.sful 
candidates go on studying earnestly they ought to produce very good 
work in the higher grades. 


GERMAN. 

Senioh, Middle, Junior, Preparatory Gh.u)Es. 

Boys and Girls. 

Report of V. Steinberger, m.a. 

General Reniarks. 

1. The poor answering of the ^]^uestions on pronunciation reveals a 
very weak spot in the teaching of a foreign language, and reduces such 
teaching almost to a farce. The very word “ language ” reminds us 
that the lingua should play the essential part in tliis branch of 
knowl^ge. Whilst abstract grammar must occupy an important place, 
yet the principal aim of the instniction in Modern Languages ought to 
be the practical use of tlieui for speaking. There are, no doubt, diffi- 
culties in the way, especially when large classes ai’e to be taught; but 
if the teacher were to read, at the beginning of each lesson, aloud and 
distinctly, a few sentences of foreign text, and have them re-read o/o?td, 
and very^ very slowly by the pupils, good results would be obtained in 
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a sliovt time, and the practiual Hide ot the toiudiiiig advaiieed cousidoe- 
ably The pupil will, by degrees, got Ids oi'^ims shaped, and his ears 
accustomed to the strange sounds, and jicquire a eertfiin cutilidence in 
speaking the foreign tongue. It is the want of .suliicient praotioo in 
pronoiinciation which detcra the young student from making a practical 
use of what he has acquii-ed by memory. Immense harm, moreover, is 
done by not eorhj accustoming the pu)iils to pronounce cowectly, 
because they will of necessity create a jironounciation of tlicir own which 
they find later on very difficult to unlearn. 

2. It has become a practice with a groat many candidates to give two 
or three answers to one question. Seme of those answers avo right, 
others are wong. This stylo of answering is to t)o doiu'ccateii. No 
credit can Ije given to suoli guess-work. 

3. Contrary to my former experience, I fiamd that tlie boys’ answer- 
ing was better, lurd showed a more tliorougli knowledge, than that of 
the girls ; most of the latter go astray in tliu composition. Regular 
composition work done very oai-efully, and repeated from time to time, 
will remedy this defect. 


Seniou Ghade, 

The answering in this gi'arlo has Ixren gowl, witli tiro exception of 
the Grannnar questions two, tliree, and four ; —

Question four was only gue.ssed at by the majority of candidates. 

Tho composition was done fairly well. The verb " pnt " in the sen- 
tence, “ One of them put a letter into his hands,” was translated properly 
by only a few. A great many used tire verb „ fleltcu " An explana- 
tion of the difference of the verbs : fitUtu, fe^eu, Itgtir will facilitate the 
translation of the English verb “ to put,” 

Prescribed books were Well prepared, and the rendering ot tiro trans- 
lation at sight gave evidence that the candidates posaessod a good 
Vocabulary. 


Middle Grade. 

Tire impression left, after reading the papers of all the gi-adea, was 
that the candidates of this grade answered beat. The boys’ answering 
Was especially good. Tho answers, however, given to grammar ques- 
tions three and six .slowed weakness, espeoially the conjugation of tho 
reflective verbs, „fid) ootfitUitt," and the imirerfeotive subjunctive of 
„ritlirr" and „brdttgeu." In question six few could state the differetroo 
between folgtn (conjugated with fiabra), fclgtn (with jtin), btfotgin, etrfolam, 
and irfolgtit. 
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The detached sentences for translation were rendered in most cases 
admirably. In the continuous piece of composition, however, some 
candidates were not able to apply the rules of German construction 
which they had lightly applied in the detached sentences. This fault 
points to a want of practice in continuous composition. 

The translation of the word „©c^ai>eiifmiD€" puzzled many, and nob a 
few showed theii’ ingenuity by rendering it by “joy of having a 
shadow.” The translation at sight was inferior to the rest of the -work. 


JoNioR Grade. 

There wjls very incoiTect and i>oor anawerhig given to the first, 
foui'th, and fifth grammar questions: — 

1. Decline in both numbers (a) wth the definite, and {b) with in- 
finite article : ber iuiigc Seutfdicj ba« wht« bi« ^tide 5]Jrufm^. 

4. State the third peraon plural of the indicative pluperfect, of the 
fii*st futiue, and of the second future, of : gefangeii iKtbeii, fui^ tabeii, aba 
f^reibeiT. 

5. Enumerate those German consonants (single and compound) that 
are pronounced differently from the corresponding English ones. 

Not uufrequently adjectives were modified when declined in the 
plural. The declension of the substantive „b«t ’offered difii- 

culties. The conjugation of a pa-ssive and of a refiective verb se<mied 
novelty to a great many, and only a few could^even attempt question 
five. 

Most candidate.s tmiislated the English into German badly, because 
they had nob auilicient practice in the mles of German constniction ; 
whilst, apparently, showing their knowledge of these rules in one 
sentence, they forgot, or were unable to apply them in the next. 

The prepared tianslation was fair; the translation at sight mid- 
dling. 


Preparatory Grade 

The answeiing in this grade, considering the age of the candidates, 
was promising. With the exception of the first question in grammar, 
referring to pronounoiation — “ State those German vowel sounds 
which do not exist in English ” — all the gmnimar questions were fairly 
answered. 

Want of a sufficient vocabulary pi-eveiited most fi*om writing a better 
composition. The rendering of the prepared pas.sages was, in general, 
good, and showed careful preparation. The translation at sight, how- 
ever, was poor. 


OoiIUEROlAL GeRMAIT. 

The number of those who presented themselves for Commercial 
Gennan is leas than in former years, but the quality of the answering 
has improved. About half of the candidates translated very creditably 
the English commercial expressions and letters into German.

amination was made from day to day thrnnglumt tho Usrm ol stiiuly. 
Undoubted evidcuco of this wjus given, particularly l»y UnUJoiiipo.sUriou, 
wliich i consider the most important part, as it is tlio 1 h‘» 1. test of tliu 
knowledge of u modorn language. 

It has been also very pleasing to remark Uial the cnudiilalrs have 
attempted to answer (with the single oxrcpLion mmitiomMl below) all the 
questions of each Examination I’aper. 

The only question that was too often unaii.sw(‘red was that placed 
on the paper to test the candidates^ knowledge «>f Ihdiun pnmunciation. 
This question, No. G in each ginule,* was simple (uimigli ; and yid- hardly 
twenty per cent, of the caudUlaUia even attempted t.<> answer it. 'J'biB 
silence shows that such want of knowledge is to ho attribute*! to tlio 
remissness of tejicliers lutlior tluru to the tiareleMsiaiss of studonts. 'riio 
importance of ortlmepy in the study of a niodm'u langunge. is l.oo patent 
to need recommendation. 

The Grammar wa-s good in almost all tint i^apers of evoi*y Grade ; and 
the syntactical rules were well illuHtvatod, except in the ciwoh of Komo 
candidates of the Preparatory Grade. 

The toxt'books had been thoroughly ami uniformly well studied, tlioir 
translation showing pretty nearly eqiml meiit, Ynt the (^aiulklatofl’ 
knowledge of cognate subjects, closely allied to tlio Hubjc.ot mattor of 
the text*books, proved very deficient in many cases. Qmwtions tni tlio 
history or Uteratiire of Italy wore not ofton. answered comiufcly, or were 
left unanswered. 

In the Preparatory Grade the spelling of Euglish words was f roquoufcly ^ 
faulty— in two Papera there were more English words misspelt thf-^ 
Italian ones. 

The Commercial Papers were, with n single exception, all well 
answered ; although the candidate.^ showed ii poor acquiiintiuico with 
technical words and phrases used in coTnnicrce. HUidciiUi and their 
teachers should understand that it in not sullicienb to answer in 
good Italian, but tliat it is necessary to know tho languago used 
by Italians in business.

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If all the eandidatea who take up Latin were acquainted with the 
fact that they could leam Italian as an additional subject witli very 
little trouble and labour, they would doubly profit from the pmctical 
usefulness of their study. 

I regret to say that too many Answer Books were filled with answers 
out of theii’ numerical oi*der ; some students even going so fai- in 
slovenliness as to wnte a jjortiou of an answer in one page and the 
remainder several pages after. Students should appreciate, far more 
than they seem to do, the importance of following in their answers the 
numerical order of the examination questions. 


SPANISH. 

All Grades, — Boys and Girls. 

Report of Rev. Thomas 'Wheeler, 

The few candidates who presente<l themselves for examination in 
Spanish in the Senior Grade gave proof of a very careful preparation 
of the authors, and a very accurate knowledge of the Gi'ammar. The 
Couipositiona W’cre good, showing in some cases a mastery of idioms 
quite remarkable. 

The Jimior Giude Paper's also showed a fair knowledge of the 
Grammar, but some of the papers were rather carelessly compiled. It 
is to be regretted that the study of this rich and useful language is 
not more generally cultivated ; and that lx)th teachers and students do 
not yet seem to aijpreciate sufficiently the advantages, literary and 
educational, which may be derived from the knowledge and study of it 


CELTIC. 

Preparatory Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Douglas Hyde, ll.d. 

The answering in the Preparatory Grade was rather weak. There 
was manifested a good deal of inattention to the questions set. Thus, 
when asked to write out the “ synthetic ” and “ analytic ” forms of tlio 
perfect of numbers of students wi*ote out the synthetic and 

analytic forms of tdim itself. The tran.slatioii from the Irish text set 
was generally good and intelligent, but a large proportion of students 
either came to gi*ief over, or did not attempt, the unseen passage. 

It was manifest fi'ora the answering and from the inability divsplayed 
to translate into Irish certain ordinaiy phrases, tliat next to none of 
the candidates had any acquaintance at all with it as a spoken 
language, but had studied it like other foreign languages onl)" through 
the medium of text-books. 

TIiei*e was a distressing inability to distinguish between the use of 
id and in, which might pei'haps be overcome by impressing upon the 
memory two or three types of .sentences constructed with each word. 

Several of the students used a particular apparently self-invented 
script for the letter «, which they formed something like an with a 
stroke under it. It is to be hoped that they will either learu how to 
make a correct Irish a, or else use a Roman one. The Irish i#, also, was 
sometimes formed carelessly like a p. The slightest attention would 
rectify this.

Junior Gralk. 

There was a great advance in the knowledge of Ii’iKh displayed in 
this grade, in ooinparison with that of the Preparatory stmloiits, and 
this was particularly the case with regard to the translation from sight. 
There was not nearly ao much inattention to the Jiuestions asked, but 
even here a great number of the students wlicn doclinijig an t(ddhc6g 
mistook the Irish ft for an ?•. 

There was the .same evidence as in tho Propara lory Griido, that 
scarcely any of the students were acquainted with tlu; Irish language 
as a 8pf)ken fomi of speech, numhersof t1\om not being a)>lo ti) translato 
so ordinary a phrase as “How do you do.” 

In answering the qiiestions out of the frisli Phraso Bm)k many of tho 
students uneonsciously betrayed the fact that they nuiHt havo got their 
answers by heart, as was evidenced by their soimstinn^s giving what 
would have been ail answer to a sentence; not a.ske<l, as an answer to 
one that was. Thus, when a line from tlic Phnuse Hook was given, the 
translation of which would he “ it divides tho globe ox/iotly in two,” 
and when the student construes it ^is “ they coiiipollcid a certain youth 
who passed to carry his cross,” the inference is obvious, or when the 
Irish of “one dog alone will set all tlie clogs of the village iHirking ” is 
translated, “he who meddles with stiifo is like one catching a dog by 
the ears,” the principle upon which the student did his preparation 
heconie.s evident. 

There was a good deal of the same inability to distinguish between 
the use of is and td that marked tho Preparatory Grade, and scores 
of students wrote such sentences as id fear maith or is bo ann saw 
b2)dirc. 


Middle Grade. 

There was a well-raahitained advance in tho sixty or seventy etudcutsi 
who presented themselves in. tlic Middle Grade, and there was a marked 
improvement in Irish composition. Here, too, there was evidence, 
but of a different sort, of the lack of acquaintance with Irish as a 
vernacular language. In this case it was evidenced by the carious 
obsolete words and forms employed by the students in place of tho 
oi'dinaiy colloquial ones, as aWi/de “ after ” sitha, leap, “ drink,” 
tomaiU “eat,” ris for leis^ro for do, etc. The tendency to Anglicize 
which has worked such havoc with native names during the last 
hundred years was in evidence hero too, as when a student irre- 
verently wrote of Mileadli [called Milesius in Latin, the ancestor of 
the Milesians] as Milly, and when several of them wrote lock for loch 
or lough. 

The translation of tlio unseen passage wa.s generally fair, but in 
answering the grammar cjuestious there was a sad misplKceniciit of dots 
and omission of accents. 


Senior Grade. 

There were only twenty who presented themselves for examination 
in this Grade, and the answering in a rather difficult course was in 
every way creditable and good. 
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Preparatory Grade. — Girls. 

The gills who presented themselves in Celtic in tliis Grade were not 
numerous, nor is there any particular i*emark to be made about their 
answering, which was uniformly fair. 

Jdkior Grade. — Girls. 

The answering of the girls in this Grade was also of a creditable 
character. Theii* failing.s were of the same nature as those of the 
boys, but their papers were, ])erhaps, distinguished by greatei* neatness. 

Middle Grade. — Girls. 

Only two girls presented themselves in this Grade, and both did 
well. 


DOMESTIC ECONOMY. 

Girls only. 

Senior Grade. 

Report of M. J. Barrinoton Ward, m.a, 

Tlie answering of the Senior Candidates is, in the main, very creditable. 
Very few cases of faUui’e occurred, and high marks were gained by the 
majority of the candidates. A coiisidei'able amount of pmctical 
domestic knowledge was exhibited, while the scientific facts connected 
with the subject have been, on the whole, carefully acquired. There 
is, however, still a lingering attempt, here and there, to guess at the 
meaning of questions on which the candidate has no real information, 
and sometimes the flood-gates are opened widely to let in page after 
page of irrelevant matter, or suj)erfluou.s detail, which the wording of 
the question does not waiiant. Teachers should give their pupils more 
extensive and prolonged practice in the art of ansvrering questions in 
writing, so as to aim at a pithy, well onlered style, and to avoid 
redundancy or reiteration. Neglect to observe the precise wording of 
the question on life itisumnc'e was a matter of common occurrence, and 
it led, of course, to loss of marks in this particular case. The question 
asked for fundamental princi])les, not for the common details of life 
insurance, which are familiar to most educated young people without 
sj)ecial study. The first question on the paper* was also misunderstood 
by many. Criticism of an author’s statement does not necessarily 
suggest the supply of multitiidinous details of collateral information. 
In their anxiety to display to the Examiner their stores of knowledge 
on sanitary mattei’S, many gu'ls lost sight of the main point of this 
question, which was to show that personal habit and personal infor- 
mation can do much to check disease and combat common ailments. 
Elabomte rules for avoiding “cold," and ventilating or draining a house, 
were not required, nor indeed expected, in the answer to this particular 
question. 

The papers are much more fi’ee fi'om en*ors in spelling and eccentri- 
city of handwriting than those which I examined some years ago in the 
same grade.

"Wniat struck lue luost in exannuing the Middloi Gviule answer-lKwka 
in Domestic Economy this year, was the success of a largo majority of 
the cancUchites in failing to know more. It seemed to mo timt many of 
them had achieved iguoranco niulcr gi'cak atrain, foi’ one cannot tliiiik 
it was easy for them to pin their faith to “cereals” as ‘.‘a sort ot 
shell-fish,” or to be ready to contrast them as “ weekly stmios ” with 
leguminous plants. If I were to cast blame for this .stjite of allluvs in 
any direction I should be tempted to take aim at tlio mothinu imd 
deputy-moth fii*s whose business it is not to possosH oxaminn.blo daughters 
with so little knowledge of the aimphwt ways of doiiKMHtio life. liomcfi, 

I fear, have a halat of sending the rawest of raw mate.rial to “ Inter- 
mediate ” teachers, and of expecting tlumi to wcavt? it, within a year or 
two, into ser\ice.able stuff. &it if the raw mat<iriid is poor what can 
the teacher do in that length of time, and willi so many other claims 
pressing 1 Presumably, Middle Griidc candidates liavc^, at least, a 
Junior Gmcle light as a foundation, and the juniors may be supposed to 
stArt their examination course with tho “a-l»-c” of overy subject at 
their command. But there’s where the ])\ty of it i.s ! Tluj supposition is 
fallacious. Many of the future caiulidates nwich tho hands of the 
teacher full sure that digestion” is a naughty word, that the Htmnacli 
is in the heart, that we swallow through our windpipe, and that the 
veins of the lungs carry the food into the right orachj ” where it is 
acted upon by the salvia.” There are Others wlio d^^claro emphatically, 
even at the end of tlieir year’s tminiug, tlmt stewing and cooking aro 
two totally different processes, and that C Ib.s. of inent ijer day is tlio 
very least you should give any man. 

lu pity I stand on the side of the teachers this time, and if I might 
make a suggestion it would be to the effect that some autliontative 
action should, in the development of educational oventH, lsi t«»kcn 
whereby it would be impossible for such raw material to exist at the 
age of fifteen. Let insfci*uction in the rudiiiieutB of domestic economy 
begin compulsorily at a very early age, and let the future rulers of 
households be made acquainted with, and interested in the initial laws 
of their domain before they come to think seriously of junior, or even 
preliminary, examinations. The v>iftide»t part of ns individually is the 
iate of our food ; the oiUsidest part of ua individually is tlio uiaimgoineat 
of our home j let the future women of nations be set to know somethiug 
ot both of these and of their kindred subjects, ns soon, as they leave off 
plaiting straws iu the kindei’garten, and while they are girding them- 
selves to encounter the trials of geometi’y, Latin grammar, political 
geogi'aphy, and still more abstract studios. 


Junior Grade, 

Report of Fannie Gallaher and M. J. Barrington Ward, n.a. 

The answers of the Juniors in Domestic Economy tliis year impressed 
ns with the belief that both matter and style might have boon easily 
improved at the cost of a little more attention and camestnoas on the 
part of teacher and pupil. The subject, as a whole, appeared to be

treated too superficially, and very rarely was any anxi< ty to succeed 
visible. We found that questions depending on the information gained 
from the text-books were, in many cases, accui*ately answered, although 
seldom fully ; but, where a practical knowledge of domestic processes was 
necessary, only a few of the candidates were qualified to give an 
opinion. Eewer still seemed to be conversant ^vith the requirements of 
written examinations, and, therefore, we would venture to suggest that 
their teachers should pay more attention to instruction in the art of 
answering simple questions in writing. Some of the handwriting and 
spelling were ingeniously bud, but, as a rule, they might liave been 
worse, and worse not so \ ery long ago. A tendency to trifle with 
the subject induced a good many candidates to answer apparently by 
the light of nature, without any definite jjreparation ; while otliers, 
endowed with good memories, had acquired the exact wording of the 
text books by heart. The habit — so common with the seniors — of 
introducing much extraneous or supei'fluons matter around aijd about 
the simplest answer, seemed almost unknown among the juniors, whose 
papei^s were, in many instances, abnormally short as a cojiseqiience. 
There were several cases where tlie examination time was spun out by 
piteous appeals to the clemency of the examiners, poetic addresses, and 
in*elevant illustrations, all “ bad form,” to say the least of them. 


PLANE TRIGONOMETRY. 

Senior Graub.— Boys and Girls. 

Report of Patrick Kelly. 

Tlie answering of the Senior Giude boys in Trigonometty was, on 
the whole, good, and in very many instances, of exceptional merit. 
The ordinary formulas of reduction and transformation were remembered 
with accuracy and applied with intelligence. The solutions were in 
many cases of singular neatness and originality. 

It was a source of gi’eat pleasui'C to the examiner to find the .same 
question solved in a variety of ways. The majority of the cantlidates 
had evidently been taught to think for themselves. There was no 
prevalent weakness in the answering to which it is necessary to direct 
attention. 

The answering of the Senior Grade girls, though satisfactoiy, did not 
reach an equally high standard. It was obvious that the gi-eater 
number of tlieiu had seriously applieil themselves to tlie subject and, 
while the general le^'el of knowledge was praisewortlu', not a few 
furnished solutions of special excellence. Both iu the number cif 
canilidates who have succeeded anil in the quality <if their success 
pupils and teachers are to ha congratulated. 


ALGEBRA AND ARITHMETIC. 

Senior Grade.— Boys and Girls^ 

Report of Erancls A, Tarleton, ll.u., sc.d. 

The answering in Algebra in the Senior Gi-ade, compared with that 
in the Junior, shows in a striking manner the ditiieulty, peculiarly 
belonging to Mathematics, which meets the student iu his progress 

B 
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from elementary to more advanced knowledge. In tke earlier .stages of 
this progress the diffloidty to a gi-eat extent results from the inability 
of many ininds to understand the nature of the proof of a general 
theorem or to grasp the fvdl import of algebraical processes!. Xliese 
retarding causes are fully oxeinpliSed in tlie answering in Algebra in 
the Senior G rade. 

The nninbor of girls presenting themselves for exiimhiatiou in tliis 
gi'ade wa.s too small for a fair comparison to bn instituted between their 
answering and that of the boys, but I.observed that tlio girls were more 
addicted to the pernicious habit of doing what they call “roiigli work ” 
a practice which is exceedingly hostile to the attiiininent of high 
excoUenco. 

In fact algebraical work if slovenly and iinporfoct is almost sure to 
give incorrect re.snlts, in which ciuse it is worse than nsclcas whilst, on 
the other h.and, if it be sound and complete to coj>y it is needless waste 
of time and is liable to lead to error. 


EUCLID. 

Senior Gbabb. — B ovs. 

Report of Henry C. M'Weenuy, m.a. 

The answering of the Senior Grade boy.s in Euclid was, on tlie 
whole, good. There were few failurea and honour marks wore obtained 
in a very large number of oases. The mo.st prevalent error was tlie 
presenting of the demonstrations of certain Pro]ioaitions in the Sixtli 
Book, notably the Twenty-tliird, in a form altogether algebraical 
Euclid’s reasoning being completely disregarded. Otherwise the can- 
didates apiiear to have been well jiioparod, and they showed that tlicy 
had had considerable practice in deductions. 


Senior Giiade.— Girls. 

Report of Arthur A. Rajiuaut, m.a., sc.i>. 

The answering cf the girls of the Senior Grade in Euclid was, on 
the whole, very good a.s is evidenced hy the results viz., .ser enty-two 
per cent. pas.sed and twenty-one jut cent, with liimours. 

As a rule the que.stion.s from t Ik: Imek were dene aecumtely and well 
but the llftli * and seventh questions ajqjearisl to give a great deni of 
trouble. In the seventh question especially, very few were able to 
give Euclid’s definition of “Conqiound Ratio” eoircctly and many of 
those who did, by their proofs of Proposition VI., 2.‘i, in an.swer to the 
question, gave me the impression that they hardly griuspcd the meaning 
of the definition. 

The dediicibles were for the moat part left severely alone.

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Midble Gbabe.— Boys. 

Report of Wm. E. Thrift, m.a. 

On the whole, the answering on the Propositions vvas good and intel- 
ligent ; I was specially pleased with the maimer in -which the hoys 
seemed to have mastered tlie Sixth Book though many did not. know 
how Euclid determines when four magnitudes are in piopra-tion, and 
many were very confused over hus method. 

No. 4,* owing apparently to the manner uf wuitling :lie ^|ue^>tiou 
proved fatal to many. This points, no doubt, in .some degree to learn- 
ing by rote hut .still more, I think, to had judgment ; many simply 
quoted III., 35, a.s a reference, while, of course, the }>roof of this was 
required. Teachei-s, too, miglit do more in training their [lupils tu 
exercise judgment as to what reference and authoritie.s they »mght- to 
quote when writing out the Propositions. I^fany l3oys wa.sted time in 
quoting Postulate or Axiom whenever they produced a line oi advanced 
even tlie most elementary step in reasoning. Of coui’se I dcj not wish 
to encourage incomplete an.swering but I think a Mirlrlle Grade Ixiv 
ought to be able to recognise the main link.s in the chain of reasoning 
on which the Projifjsition (Iej.)eiKls ami in gvxing the referenoe.s tVn' 
these I have no doubt lie M-ould sati.sfy any examiner. 

Some teachers do not ajipear to lx* .sutticieiitly careful in explaining 
the meaning of ternvs to their pupils. Many lx>ys did not etunpivlirnd 
the meaning of the term “ equimultijde,” for example : and many said 
*‘take a third proportional” when they obviously meant “a m*‘im 
proportional.” 

Several solved the deductions very well, and indeed elegantly ; hut 
very many did not attempt any of them. 

The “Overage” Ixiys were newly all alsmt the average : tiny knew 
the Propositions well, hut they rarely attempted a clnduotiou. 


Middle Grade. — Girls. 


Report uf JoHK H. Bernard, m.a., d.d. 

I have to rejiort that tlie an.swering in this subject wa< cieiUrahlo 
and .diowed careful preparation. Only a small number of the oandi- 
datos exaniiiied obtained honour.-: but, tlien, iuily a small number 
failed to obtain a pass. Tlie papers were lu-atly worked, aiirl the 
attempts to aii-swer the preldenis were not uuinudligeiit. Tlie number 
of failures iu answer correctly Euclid VI., L. wms so large, tlar it wcmld 
seem to indicate some defect in the teaching of Euelid'.s thtoi v of 
proportii.>n.

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Junior Grade. — Boys op the Prescribed Age. 

Report of Robert W. Gbippin, m.a., ll.d., Henry C. M'Weeney, m.a., 
and Stepuen B. Kellehkb, m.a. 

Tlie answering of tlie. Junior Grade boys in Euclid was not satisfac- , 
tory, over -10 i>er cent, failed, only about 15 per cent, obtained lionour 
niarks, and but 3 per cent, answered in a crcdibible iniuinor. In very 
many instances tliere was a complete absence of method iu writing 
out the demonstrations, and the exmniiierH wore greatly perplexed by 
the indiscriminate use of sj mbols and abbreviations, both those gener- 
ally recognized and other.s, without any explanation of tboir meaning • 
it frequently hapiiened that the sjiinc symbol wha used in different 
senses, one in particular being made to do <luty for * square', 
‘parallelogram’, and ‘rectangle’. In many cases the figures were 
badly di‘awu, and the lettering on tliciu could witli difficulty be 
deciphered. There was very little judgment displayed in the quoting 
of authorities unimportant ones bciug continually given and really 
essential ones omitted. It was a usual experience to be given the 
authority for joining two points, wlierciis in tlio 29tli Proposition of 
the First Book the reference to the 12th Axiom was generally omitted. 


Junior Grade.— Boys— Over-age. 

Report of Thomas W. Inwoop, p.a. 

There was much unifomity in the stairdard reaclie<l l>y tlio over-age 
boys. Both very good pa]>ers and extremely Iwul <mcs were few in 
number. The standard reached, tliough not a liigli one, was decidedly 
creditable. 


Junior Grade.—Giuls. 

Re])ort of Thomas W, Inwoop, ii.a. 

The answering of tlie girls in this grade cannot ho considered quite 
satisfactory. A great many had cvhlcntly pros(!utcd tlumisclve.s for 
examination witliout anything like projKjr ju’Cparation. In Rome cases 
several pages were written for which not a single mark could he given. 
It would be well for students to realize that it is uscle.sa to try and get 
up a number of PrepositioiiK of Euclid willKiiit uiKhsr.standing the reason- 
ing and method of tlie very early ones. 

Most of those who knew their work wrote it out dearly and intelli- 
gently.^ There were, of coiu’se, cases of carolossnc.ss in battering, of 
confusion in the use of the aigns for “greater tlum” :iml ‘ less tlmn,” 
and other similar errors. On the whole, however, this part of the work 
deserves commeudatiou. 

In proving I., 16, several of the 8tudent.s coiilinud thom.selvi'.s to showing 
that tlie exterior angle is greater than 07ie of the iutorior and opposite 
angles, though the word “ each " was italicised in tho question paper. 
A variation of the voiding of a Proposition of the yeoond Book seeina 
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to have caused difficulty to many for the question was often neglected 
altogetlier and sometimes a Proposition was proved wliicli had nothing 
to do with the question. In wiiting out TI., 14, students constantly 
forgot to mention that the parallelogram first constructed should he 
right-angled. In connection with this it is important to point out that 
an exarainor cannot accept for “ rectangle ” an abbreviation wliioli is 
only i-ecognised for “ parallelogram.” Students were asked in question 8 
to construct on a given straiglit line a segment of a circle containing an 
angle equal to a given obtuse angle, but a veiy great many took no 
notice of the word “ obtuse ” or else in their figure drew an acute angle. 
In answering this question there was often a want of clearness as to 
wliich was the original given Ime and as to which wo.s the required 
segment constructed. 

Of the deductions* given the fii*st was proved correctly by a fair 
number, but the other tlu*ee were very seldom attempted with any 
success. Comparatively few of the over age girls passed in this grade. 


Preparatory Grade. — Boys. 

Report of Rev. Thomas E-. Power, Arthur A. Rambaut, m.a., sc.d., 
and William E. Thrift, m.a. 

The result is in general satisfactory, and a high percentage of passes 
lias been reached. Of those who failed, many appeared to have niado 
no study or preparation and did not really attempt to answer any 
questions. 

Ho doubt ridiculous bluudei*s were jilentiful, especially in defining a 
straight line, and the many absurd definitions put forward seem to 
indicate on the part of the teachera a disregard of the importance of 
impressing on the students a dear idea of the meaning of the terms 
they use. 

In the sixth question very few were able to express intelligibly 
what they meaut by the rectangle contained by two straight lines, and the 
indirect proof used in the second question (I., 14) was often imperfectly 
exhibited. Many candidates wasted a great deal of time in %vriting 
out the words of the questions. Many, too, seemed to think it 
necessary to place a clifiereub letter at each side of a line to reju-esent 
a point u^'Ton it and in more than one case students have indica bed a 
point where two lines meet by placing a seiKirate letter in each of the 
four angles thus formed and liavc referred to the point by one or other 
of the four indiflerently.

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Very few attempted the deductions* but those who did succeeded 
fairly and some few of them showed remarkable iiitolligouco iu their 
solutions, hub only tlie very best were able to eo|i )0 with tho last 
question on tlie paper. 


J^REPARATORY GRADE — GiULS. 

Report of Thomas W. Invvood, n.A. 

1*116 work (lone by the girls iu thin gi-jwlc was on the whole very 
hatisfactovy, for although many of those who failed had no knowledge 
whatsoever of the subject, yet on the other hand the number of retilly 
good papers was very eoiisiderablc. 

With regarrl to details, tlio delinition of a straight lino was seldom 
given correctly, but the propositioii.s of the First Rook wore generally 
well known. 

Students should notice carefully the order of Fuelid’s propositions 
iti order to guard against a mistake which was often made, viz., 
that ()f baking the 19tli proposition for granted wlien proving the 
18th. Some candidates substitntetl the 29th for the 28th which was 
asked; It was not uncommon to find two angles spoken of as hning 
two right angles when it ought to have been stilted that they were 
equal to two right angles. Coining to the Second .Book, very few 
explained clearly what is meant by ‘Hhe rectangle contained by two 
straight lines.'’ No doubt with some students this was due to inability 
to express themselves piopcrly, hut there were many (rasus of evident 
ignorance on the matter. It is obvious that absolute clearnesK on this 
point is necessary to a proper understanding of Book 3T. Tlie proposi- 
tions of this 1xk,j1c were written out correctly by a hirg(t number of the 
candidates, l)ub iu constructions, when a straight line luwl to Ix^ drawn 
parallel to another, students did not always indicate through what 
point the former should be drawn. 

A few successful attempts were made at the first three of tho deduc- 
tions*, but the last question seems to have preseuteil almost iiisur- 
mountal)le difficulty. 

Time was often wasted in copying out the qiiestioiiH f'l-om the 
examination paper. It is <{uite sufficient to give the mmiher of a 
question before answering it.

Middle Grade. — Boys. 

Rflport of J. P. JOUNSTON, il.A. 

The canfliclatos in this Grade, were well acquainted with tlie 
particular principles and methods to be employed in the solution of 
nearly all the questions set, but were not familiar with the general 
methods of arrangement and the proper amount and kind of detail 
necessary t-o ensiue accurtwy. The number of instances in which 
questions were worked through by candidates who, in a certain sense, 
might be .said to know how to do them, without the correct result 
being obtained, or only arrived at after repeated attempts, Wiis very 
large. In the question on division, iu which some null tip] icatiou was 
necessary unless it was done by finding the f.ictors of the dividend, a 
method rarely employed, it was quite common to find after the 
multiplication had beeji performed, very often not cori*ectly, that the 
candidate proceeded to divide without re-aiTauging the tei*ms in a 
definite oi*der or even collecting together terms only ditfering by 
a numerical factor. Many other instances of a want of knowledge 
of the proper methods of working miglit be given. 

The pixiblems were answered correctly by a large number of students 
and they disj^layed considerable facility in finding the equations upon 
which the solution depended. Sufficient explanation was not always 
given of the way in whicli the equations were arrived at. 

The work of the over-age candidates was vei*y bad. 


Middle Grade. — Girls, 

Report of P. A. E. DoWling, b.a. 

The answering of the girla on this |>aper was, eveiything consideredk 
fair and the results would have been much higher, in the vast majority 
of cases, were it not that many marks were lost owing to considerable 
inaccuracy, partly the result of the very long methods employed aud 
the general absence of any attempt at concise manipulation. 

In many cases the answering of some of the questions would indicate 
that, though the students could solve questions in Algebra, they knew 
very little of the principles of Algebm involved in the solutions. 


Junior Grade.— Boys of the Prescribed Age. 

Report of George J. Allm.\n, d.sc., Patrick Kelly, 
and Francis A. Tarleton, ll.d., sc.d. 

A large proportion of the candidates failed to obtain |>abs marks, 
and in tliis respect the answering was not satisfactory. The answering 
of those who pa&sed wa.s on tlie wliole very g«)od, sevend eaudidatea 
having obtained full marks and a large number 75 per cent, or upwards. 

We noticed that in the division of one polynomial by another many 
boys did not arrange the expressions according to powers of the same 
letter and failed in consequence to obtain a coiTect result. 

We also observed that in attempting to solve an equation some boys 
obtained an expression for the unknown quantity involving itself and 
seoined to think that they had efiected a solution. 
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■TtiNioa Grade. — Boys. — Over-age. 

Report of JoHK H. Bernard, m.a., d.d. 

Tlic aiisworing iu this subject of the over-age boys who prasented 
themselves was decidedly bad. The paper was not too liiird, aa the 
answering of the girls proves ; and the large number of failures can 
only bo set down to the fault of the candidates. It must., at the same 
time, be borne in mind that the answering of over-age candidates is 
generally below the average. 


Junior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of John H. Bernard, m.a., d.d. 

The answering was tolerably gootl in this department. Two candi- 
dates obtained full mai-ks, which is a satisfactory indication that the 
paper was not of excessive difficnlty. The failures were moat con- 
spicuons in Questions 3, h, and .5 ; and suggest that great eare and 
patience on the part of teachers are necessary if the theory of algebraic 
fi'actions is to be understood b 3 ' the pupils. 


pREPAR.lTORY GllADE. — BOYS. 

Report of WiLi.tAM Bergin, ji.a., P. A. E. Dowling, b.a., and 
J. P. Johnston, m.a. 

The answering in this Grade was very good ; tho work, iu general, 
being both aooumto and neat. The high ausweiing is due in a groat 
mca-sure to this for the harder questions at the end of the paper wore, 
in most ca.ses, done by ordinary multiplication and divi.sion which en- 
tailed a considerable amount of long work, tho shorter and more usual 
methods heiog seldom adojited, which is perhaps not to ho wondered at 
when the age of the candidates is considered. 

It would be well if students' attention were directed to the advisa- 
bility, in questions like number .5, of obtaining the quotient according to 
powers of one of the terms. Very often in this qiio.sbion no order was 
obsen'ed. 

Tbough the. work as a whole was very satisfactoiy, in some imstances 
the right answer w.as obtained though tho work was wi-oiig. In division 
questions it was common to find when a mistake had been made in the 
beginning of the work, in oisJer that no remainder should bo left, wrong 
signs or terms removed at the very end. 


Preparatory Grade. — Girls. 

Report of William Bergin, m.a. 

The answering was very creditable, the Work neat and accurate. 
Exception must, however, be taken to the attempts made to solve Ques- 
tion 9. The result arrived at was, in a great many instances, very 
absurd. Tlie correct answer to Question 5 was obtained by a large 
number of candidates, but the method employed was generally too long. 
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arithmetio. 


Middle Grade, — Botb asd Girls. 

Report of J. J. Browne. 

The work of the boys in this grade wiis satisfactory on tlie wliole, 
that of the ghls weak, and of tlie over-age candidates, boys and girls, 
weaker still. 

The most general defect in the work was a want of neatness and 
clearness. Neatness and order undoubtedly have a consideiuble valne 
in marks, although indirectly. A student who take.s the trouble to 
set down his work in an orderly manner is generally accurate and 
ensures a correct result without losing time by working his (luestious 
ill the rough ; he can very easily redse Ins (juestions j and last though 
not least the examiner is able to follow his work, and allow hiin credit 
for anything of value he has done, even though he has made mistakes, 
or left the question unfinished. It should also be remembered that 
even when the re.sult is cori’ect the work must bo such as the examiner 
Ciin follow ; and if the work of a question (even where only a single 
answer is required) natuiiilly divides itself into steps, the result of 
each step should be clearly .set forth in its place in the work. Far too 
much time wag given to working in the rough and none, or nearly none, 
to verification. 

With regard to defects of knowledge tliey were exhibited princiimlly 
on fundamental points in the Mid<tle Gnwle course proper. Tlie 
difference between commercial and tiieoretical discount was much mis- 
understood. In Question 11 a gain of 10 pence ou the sale of 100 
ai»plcs wa.s very frequently .set down as a gain of 10 i>er cent. Tlie 
majority of candidates were ignorant of liow a stockliroker's charge is 
calculrti^, even for Government stock. Some calculated it on the 
purchiiso money, otliei*s allowed the broker only one half-crown for the 
purchase of AS, 760 stock, while many thought that tlie i per cent. 
hiH)keruge converted the 2i per cents, into or 2^ per cents. In fact 
uiishvkes were made ou this point in gi'eater variety than on© would 
have thought possible. A mistake that was also of frequent occurrence 
was to confound income from an investment in stock, with the proceeds 
of the sale of the stock. In tins matter of stocks and indeed in 
many other parts of the paper, a little common sense of the plainest 
kind would have l^cen of gi’cat use to many candidates. 

Many candidates solved questions by Algebraic methods, and for 
these they gob little or no credit. 


Junior Grade. — Boys of the Prescribed Age. 

Report of Daniel Farrelly and Rev. John Macbeth, ll.d. 

In sending in our Report on the an.tweiing in Arithmetic of the 
J unior Grade boys of the prescribed .age, we desire to say that, on the 
whole, tlie answering was fairly satisfactory. A.s was to be expected 
the answering was imicli weaker in tlie questions that required to 
be carefully weighed and turned over in the mind than in those in 
which the application of mere practical rules sufficed, for the most part 
to bring about the solution. * 
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Tlie papers, in general, were fairly written. Some faults, of course, 
occasionally cropi>ecl up. A few boy.s, when they came to the foot of 
the page on which they hatl coinineuced an exercise, tunieil hack and 
filled up every blank spot, on tho same page, with ligurcs aud lines, 
the figures growing smaller as the sj>ots, or spaces, were growing fewer, 
so that, by this means, the fiifst juu-t <>1 the solution became almost 
last in position, on the paper ; and the answer, or bust part, lir-st • or, 
what was still woi-se, it might be found sometimes half-buried in wuij 
nigh invisible symbols in the very heart of the black and unsightly 
entanglement that had thus been produced. We need hardly say tliub 
we think this practice deserves reja’tof. 

Moreover, very clumsy and roundabout proces.scs were now aiid then 
employed, with injurious results, in questions in fracthms and proportion, 
aud even iu practice aud intcre-st. Lhit^ notwitlistjiriding the draw- 
backs wp have indicated, it is our firm o<»nvictiun that tius knowledge of 
arithmetic displayed by the pveaont candidates generally, is very far in 
advance of what was exhibited by tlioso who were examined by the 
Intermediate Eductitioii Board in the earlier years of its existence j 
and there was ample evidence to hand that many of the schools of tho 
country are doing liigU-chuiS work iu this most important aud serviceable 
branch of educatiou. 


JujfioR Grade. — Boys. — Oveh-aoe. 

Report of Rev. Thomas fciuTonFEK, u.a. 

Of the over-age boys examined in this grade about 77 per cent, passed ; 
36 per cent, obtained honour marks. Questions which could be solved 
jneclianically were very generally done, but those requiring tbouglit 
were, in too many cases, left uiuittempted or liopelcssly bungled. The 
answering on the whole was ^-ery fair. 


Junior Grauic.— Girls. 

Report of Daniel Earuklly. 

Of the 1,010 girls whose work I have oxauiined, 932 woi*c within the 
prescribed age. Many of these obtained honourK, 2 answered nil the 
questions, 49 othei's scored between 400 and 500 marks, and very 
nearly 30 per cent, were rejected. 

As to the tl? over-age students, only 17 or 19*6 per cent, were 
failures. To my mind it is far from un.satiHfactory that gh*ln are able to 
secure, ill the subject of anthmetic, such results as thoso. Thoir attain- 
ments in this branch, so far as this grade is concerned, ai*o evidently not 
very much inferior to tliose of the boys who l ieloug to the wimo standiHd. 
In the joint report of Dr. Macbeth and myself uimhi tho boys wo ox- 
auiineri, the quarter in which their aiisworiug, as a nile, was mo.sb 
robust is pointed out. Wliat was said there in connection with tins 
feature may, with equal appropriateness, be said here of the girls. 

A good many of the candidates attempted to simplify fi’octional 
quantities by clumsy and immetbodical operations. They spent them- 
selves fruitlessly in the effort to uni'avcl, more or loss, at each stop, all 
the parts of the question together, instead of operating upon it piecemeal 
and reducing its links, one by one, to a few simple factors for tho closo* 
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I am not. one to pass a sweeping condemnation on clumsy methods 
generally, for they are often due to the excitement of an examination 
and to the brief time that can be spared for reflection, and they some- 
times indicate in the candidate much deptli and power. But there are 
places where such methods point to inferior teaching and call for censure. 
Again, in proportional arithmetic, including interest, some attempts, 
necessarily ])u.rdensome, were made, but, in almost every instance in 
vain, to effeist solutions by means of what is called the “Unit Method." 
It seems to me that it would be very much better for candidates to 
master the principles of proportion and leave this method of “ Reduc- 
tion to the Unit” to its own proper domain to do service there. 
A pretty large nuoiber were unable to cxpres.s, as a decimal or 
simple number, the decimal fraction which came up in the 

solution of one of the exercises, by the simple and usual process of 
writing only the numerator and indicating, by the proper position of 
the decimal point left of it, the value of the denominator. Being 
evidently not grounded in the notation of decimals, they imneceasarily 
entangled themselves in tedious, and, to many of them, as their work 
proved, difficult and hurtful courses. They reduced the decimal 
Iractiun to the equivalent \'ulgai* one and eventually did not 

succeed in converting this vulgar fraction to the decimal required. 
Tliere were also those who seemed to have liad no training whatever in 
" Short Division ” or in the use of factors, even wliere their help, as in 
the multiplication of large compound numbei's, could not well be done 
without. The arithmetical efforts of such students are usually erronetnis, 
alw’ays painfully roundabout, and, owing probably to careless teaching, 
chai’acterised, more or less, by meutnl feebleness. The answeiing was 
not as general as one might resisonably expect in the questions that 
were set in practice and in interest. 

Tiie defects above enumerated w ej’e the principal ones tlial came under 
my notice. But it must now be said that, to a fair extent, the girls’ 
jkipere were turued out most creditably — solutions neat, concise, and 
clever, sshowing, beyond question, that the candidates were taught with 
great cjire and ability, and that the schools from wliich they came ai’e 
doing excellent work for their pupils in this part of their studies. 


PllEPARATOBY GrADE.— B oVS. 

Report of I. J. Browne, Rev. Thomas Sutcliffe, b.a., and Frederick 
A. Whitton. 

With the exception of a small proportion of obviously unprepared 
candidates, wo found the answering in general very satisfactory, and it 
displayed considerable intelligence. 

The failures were, as usual, principally in the Ciuses requiring exercise 
of the reasoning faculties, and in some instances romnlibout methods 
were adopted where shorter and more direct menus were available ; for 
instiuice, in dirision of decimals the very clumsy plan of arranging for 
the points by adding cinhere to the divisor was very common. In 
simplification of vulgar fi-actions few candidates showed a correct know- 
ledge of combining or grou]>ing the paits together, and in the important 
matter of notation, both of iutegei's and decimals, a rem«u‘kable amount 
of ignorance wa.s exhibited. Also, when using the sign of subtraction 
to indicate the difterenre between two quantities the wrong quantity 
was constantly put first. In long, and even in short, division a cipher 
occurring in the quotient was frequently left out. 
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Although it was quite common to find the questions worked out twice 
(first in the rough), it is somewhat remarkable that very few attempts 
were made to verify the result by a converse process. 

Neatness and order were frequently exhibited, especially by those 
obtjuning the higliest marks, but many caudidatos lost considerably by 
the want of them. 

Marks are given for any valuable ivork that the Examiner can follow, 
even though the question is left unfinished or an inoorrcot result 
arrived at, but where the work is a mere jumble of figures marks are 
inevitably lost. Marks to a considerable extent were lo.st through mis- 
takes in copying from the printed paper amt from the candidate’s own 
work. Students should remember tliat all necessary work should 
appear on the ruled side of tlie paper tliough the question may have 
been done in the rough on the unruled side. 

In some instances students either failed to number their answers or 
placed wrong numbers opposite them. 


PllEPAEATOBY GbADB. — G iRLS. 

Report of Rev. Thomas Sutoliffb, b.a. 

The answoi-hrg in this grade was unsati.sfaotory. Only 21 (icr cent, 
obtained honour marks, and 42 per cent, failed altogether. This result 
is largely owing to inaccuracy in the students’ work. In this particular 
the girls were far worse than the boys. The great majority of the 
girls failed to obtain credit for the question in simple notation, and 
very few, not 10 per cent., made an intelligent attempt to work the 
two questions which required some thought. There were, of course, 
some very good papers, one girl using fractions in a wiiy which showed 
great promise. But, on the whole, the answering was not good and 
the great blot was inaacuracy. 


BOOK-KEEPING. 

Middle Ghade. — Bovs and Girls. 

Report of Fbbdebicji A. Whitton. 

The answering of hath boys and girls in this Grade has improved in 
my opinion, and the candidates are apparently bettor prci)arcd. The 
proportion of boys obtaining honour marks has increjised and there 
has also been an improvement in this respect in the easo of tho girls, 
though not to tho same extent. 

The execution of the work was in most casos highly creditable, that 
of the boys generally being rather better than the girls. 
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Junior Grade. — Boys and Girls. 

Repoi*t of Frederick A. Whitton. 

The answering in this Grade was fairly good, the proportion of 
failm’es being about 25 per cent, of the boys, and 15 per cent, of the 
girls. Of those who passed a larger number should, I tl»ink, hare 
obtained honour marks. 

In the Journal portion of the paper, the ordinaiy simple transac- 
tions were almost invariably correctly recorded, but the entries requir- 
ing some exercise of thought were seldom all properly made. In some 
cases students omitted these entries altogether. 

A bad form of journalising was noticeable in several instances, such 
as placing the debit and credit upon the Hue, leaving no line between 
each entiy, etc. 

Some students also left themselves without sufticieiit time to com- 
plete the paper by copying out Question 2, involving some twenty 
lines of wholly unuect ssary manuscript, instead of proceeding at once 
to journalise the transactions. 

A few others disregarded the plain instructions, printed on the covers 
of their Answer-Books, to be cai’eful to use the pages suited to tlie work 
set them. 

I am glad to be able to report that neatness and care, so essential in 
Book-keeping, generally characterised the execution of the work of 
both boys and gilds. 


NATURAL PHILOSOPHY. 

Senior Gr^vde. — Boys and Girls. 

Report of A. W. Scott, ii.a. 

I have examined the Answer-Books in Natural Philosophy of 65 
Senior Grade hoys. Although the percentage of failures is less, they 
have not done so well as those in the Middle (irade. Many of the 
candidates appeared to have got up portions here and there, wliich they 
expected to be set, without studying the subject thoroughly. Thus, 
some evidently expected that “ Faraday’s Ice-Pail ” w'ould be asked 
and immediately produced it when a question appeared in order to 
ascertain if tliey knew Faraday’s experimental preof that electricity 
resides on the outer surface of a conductor, forgetting that tlioir answer 
in the form in which they presented it showed that, under certain 
circumstances, electricity can reside on the inside of a hollow conductor. 
Many common pieces of apparatus were not known at all j but few 
described the Thermopile correctly, although many attempted it, and no 
one knew why a Galvunoineter of loio resistance m\ist be used with 
this instimment. The generel impression I formed was that most of 
the candidates had got up their work only from books, that it was 
imperfectly prepared, and that they wrote the least amount which they' 
thought would satisfy tlie Examiner. A few of the best boys wrote 
good papers and in some cases illustrated the subject with neat 
diagrams. The papers of six girls in this grade (who all passed) call 
for no special comipent 
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Middle Grade.— Boys and Girls. 

Report of A. W. SoOTT, m.a. 

1 Liive examined the amswer boohs in Natural Pliilosojdiy of 1.32 
Middle Grade hoys, and I am satisfied witii the result. The opinion I 
have formed is that on the whole thoy have reached a fair avcriigo 
and that many have acquired a useful knowledge of the .subjeot. Good 
descriptions of the ga-s-eiigine and neat drawings of the cylinder of a 
steam-engine, showing the action of the slide-valves, were given by siane 
of the candidate.^. I was .snrpri.sed to find bow very few of those who 
correctly described the construction of a thermometer, were aware that 
the boiling point of tbe strum from boiling water varies with tlie bright 
of the barometer, and that the determination of the ujiper of the .standard 
points as they described it could only give a correct result by accident. 
I was pleased to find that question 9, the hardest on the paper, was done 
correctly by several, ivhile the answer.s of .some more only required to bo 
multiplied by -J, Joule’.s equivalent liavirig been given for Pabrenheit 
degrees, while 30, the nuiuber lussunied for the latent heat of fusion, was 
for 1 degree centigrade. Many do not appeal* to read the questions care- 
fully. Tn question 3 (4) the word “ slightly ” ought to have .suggested 
that the phenomena of “ beats ” would occur, yet \ ery few an.swered 
it correctly. Full marks were obtained for each question by .some one 
or other of the candiilates, from which I infer that the Ktandaril was 
not too high. Four girls, who all passed, sent in papiers in this grade, 
three did creditably. 


Junior Grade. — Bovs and Gmis. 

Report of John Burke, m.a. 

The avci-agc answering was, on the whole, an imjirovcmont iqion that 
of last year, hut that of the best canclidates was of an inforioi' type. 

The ordinary stock questioms wJiicli required nothing Imt memory to 
answer were replied to often in most lucid terms but in a miinber of 
eases, which were no doubt exceptions, were siicli aa to suggest that thoy 
were not the candidate's own version but merely a recitation of something 
previously committed to memory. On tlie other baud, those c|uestion3 
which were jierhaps at first sight not quite so familiar, but which novor- 
theless were probably simpler, rapuring merely a knowledge of fundamen- 
tal jn'inciples and only a little thought, were seldom correctly answered. 
For instance, wliilst the question relating to sLiiblo, nnstnblo, and neutral 
equilibrium was answered rightly by a very large uumhei- indeiul the 
answer to the one on the Magdeburg liemispborc.H was given correctly only 
bya few, a firvourite notion being that the two equal and opposite forces 
of 180 Iba. each should be added in submitting the answer. Again 
amongst tlie answers to the que.stion about a man walking on a level 
road the idea seemed prevalent tliat no work would he done by him, 
unles-s he were to lift his centre of gi'avity. 

It was of course assumed in the question that the work which would 
be done in going up a slight incline of 1 in 20, supposing gravity did 
not act, would be tbe same aa that of walking on a level ground ; so that 
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if double the work he done in walking up an incline of 1 in 20, against 
gravity, as in walking the same distance along a level mad, the work 
(lone in the latter case wonlcl be equal to lifting the man’s weight 
through a height of -j^th of the distance. 

A very common error also was to suppose that if the force of gi*avity 
were doubled the number of xibi-ations of a simple pendulum would 
also be doubled. 

In tlie cricket ball question the first part was usually answered 
correctly, but in the determiiiatimi of the distance horizontiilly to which 
the ball would have ti*avelled before striking the ground, hopeless 
contusion almost invariably arose by the introduction of every imagin- 
able formula, where all that was required to be known was that the 
horizontal component of tlie velocity of the ball remainocl constant, 
and that the time of flight wiis two seconds, wliich followed immediately 
from the first part. The correct answer, 30 feet, was given by not 
more than half-a-dozen candidates. 

It may once more be pointed out, how very inadvisable it is to 
make, eai>ecially very yoimg students, attemj>t to acquire a knowledge 
of physics by merely conmiittiug a host of facts, formidw and defini- 
tions to memory ] sui’ely, if something is roquiied for them to exercise 
their memory with, wholesome food may be found in the study of 
Greek verbs or the like. But in the study of natime it is not at all 
desirable to tax the memory thus, because lieie it can only be done 
at the expense of crushing the powers of obseiwation and the inventi\’c 
faculty, which, though undoubtedly are {assessed in cliflfereat degrees 
ny different students, are nevertheless given in some extent at least, 
to all, and it is these faculties in particular that the teacher of science 
should be ever mimlful to unfold. If people |.)ei'sif>t in teaching science, 
as tliough it were a mere compendium of facts, ic., its value as a 
branch of education could not but be ultimately ignored. 

There is no tune of life where thi>se qualities which are so essential 
to a scientific mind can be so easily drawn out ns in early youth, when 
that boyish entlmsitism, tliat childish spirit of inquiry that demands 
the why and the wlicrefure for eveiy thing, can be so fruitfully watched 
over and encouraged. To excite curiosity in the phenomena around 
us ought to be the guiding principle in the teaching of science j and 
in proportion as a pereon creates a real interest in everything that 
comes before the mind of his pupil, is he as a teacher of science a 
success or a failure. 

I would venture to suggest that as religious communities with good 
sense are ever mindful to guard over the religious and moral instincts 
of cliildren, so also ought those who liave the progves.s of science at 
heart to insist upon the proper development of that attitiule of mind 
which eoiiducea to scientific habits of thought ami to secure that the 
.scientific in-stincLs will not be rooted out of the mind of our yontU when 
they are just Ijcginning to bud. Wlien these instincts have been ex- 
tinguished by a deliberate efibrt not to think, idl we may hope to 
obtain are living phouogi-aphs, measuringruds, and calculating machines, 
but not scientific men. 

It ought therefore to be sufiidieiit to appeal to the moral sense of the 
teacher to secure that those qualities of youth upon which the scieutiOo 
worth and work of the future will so much cle]>end — without which the 
study of science becomes a faro'e equivalent to its veal neglect — will not 
ultimately be effaced by emm,

CHEMISTRY, 

Junior, Middle, and Senior Grades. — Eots and Girls. 

Report of Walter E. Adeney, a.b.c.so.i., f.i.o. 

Those pnrts of tlie jiapers of cpiestions whicli reipiireJ simple hook 
kuowledge, inohirliiig arithmctlcul exercises, to answ<;r, were, on the 
wliole, well done. There was, however, very little indication that the 
candidates liad received any .systematic insti-uction in Experiinontal and 
Practical Chemistry. It was not surprising, therefore, to find that the 
answer’s to questions requiring mtcdlige.nt thought were generally 
exti’eniely weak. The inujority of the candidates posses.sod no intelli- 
gent conceptions of the fimdamcntal principles covered by the terms 

“ atomic weight,” “equivalent," and “atomicity." 

No candidate gave an explanation of the “ relation of the density of 
a gas to its nioleoulav weight” (Junior Grade, No. i). 

The candidates also apjieaivd ignorant of tho volume and weight 
relatioushifis indicated by tho molecular formula: of ga.seoiis substimocs. 

The questions in Practical Chemistry, set for the Middle and Senior 
Grades, brought out the fact that the candidates, with a few, it is 
pleasant to be able to report, marked exceptions, had no real knowledge 
of that most important branch of the subject. 

I do not remember a single candidate having fully answered the 
question — “ Explain liow the formula CO for carbon dioxide has been 
adduced ’’ (Senior Grade, No, 1), although the question ought to have 
proved very simple to a senior pupil. 

It is much to be regretted, I consider, that the attention of the 
pupils in the Intermediate schools of the country appears to he so little 
directed to the experimental and piuetical study of Chemistry. 

The worked papers this ye.ar artbrd ample evidence of earnest effort, 
both on the pai’t of teacher and pupil, to make up the book work ; hut 
such efforts can scarcely be regarded as of much educational value. 
Were they supplemented, however, by .m adequate stmly of Experi- 
mental and Practical Chemistry, the educatioiud value which would 
follow them would be of very great value ; and, in addition, such courses 
of practical study w’ould afford an invaluable training to those pupils, 
who afterwards enter tho medical or other scientific professions, or 
follow agricultnve or other technical industrial pursuits.

Many of the exercises show .a want of pi’oliminary study in model 
drawing. In several cases there is evidence of ignorance of the princi- 
ples of perspective, and sufficient attention is not given to the details 
of the objects, and to the correct renderihg of the forms of tho shadows. 
The group was set to test tho candldatc.s’ powers of observation as well 
as their executive skill. Some only drew the ontliric of the objects, 
these were so far satisfactory, and by application tliey may on another 
occasion obtain better results.

A good avorage is shown by the papers examined. 

In many oases there is a marked tendency to draw tlio co]iy in pieces, 
instead of setting out the main lilies, on both sides, with tlieir proper 
proportions between the gWen lhuit.y, and thou clotliing tlioso with the 
minor forms. 

The principle of working oiie-half of tho copy i.s a bad one, as it loads 
to an. incorrect analysis of the o.xaraplo given. 

It is i'ery satisfactory to find there aro very few really bad papers. 


Pkauiical Geomktuy. 

Middle Grade. — Bovs. 

Report of P. J. Puendergast, a.m.i.C.e. 

Some very good exercises wore aubinittod, but tho average result ot 
the work done cannot bo considered satisfactory, while that of the 
“ over-.age " candidates was very poor. 


Middle Grade.— Girls. 

Report of P. J. Prendeiioast, a.m.i.o.e. 

The genei-al answering of the girls in this giudo is more satisfactory 
than that of the boys. The exercises, on the whole, showed u fair kaoiv- 
ledge of the subject, but tho ansivering of tho “over-age" candidates 
was most disappointing.

JoiDR Grade. — Bovs. 

Report of A, W. Fenton Langman. 

This set of works is exceedingly creditable, and there is a very large 
number of first-class drawings. The results show excellent teaching. 

In some cases there is great constructive weakness, and the spacing 
is poor. 

In many drawings a proper estimate of a good line is maintained, 
but not fit the expense of good form. This is as it should be and is 
worthy of commendation. 
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Junior Grade. — Girls. 

Report of Thomas Scully, b.e. 

The work done in this grade Ls, generally speaking, featureless and 
the standard of proficiency is much below that of the Preparatory 
Grade in the same subject. The study was easy, yet there was not 
a single example of really good work. 


Practical Geometry. 

JuyroR Grade. — Boys. 

Report of P. J. Prendeiigast, a.it.i.c.e. 

The answering lu Practical Geoniehy by the Junior Grade boys 
was very satisfactory. Mauy of the exercises were of a very higli 
fltaudard* and displayed careful propuratlim as well as sound teaching. 

Some of the eandulatcs failed to obtain full credit for solutions in 
which the constructions lines were not shown, altliough cx]>ressly 
warned to that eflcct by a note on the Examination Paper. 


Junior Grade.— Girls. 

Rop«')rt of TH 03 IAS Scully, b.e. 

Tlie majority of students in this grade showed a fair knowledge of 
the subject as far as the portion dealing with Plane Geometry is con- 
cerned but the treatment of the Solid Geometry was decidedly weak. 
There were, however, eome very gt'Kx.l paj;K;rs and no more bud ones 
than might be expected amongst audi h largo number of young 
students. 


Freehand. 

Preparatory Grade. — ^Boys. 

Report of George M. Atkikson. 

J have pleasure in reporting that I find the exercises on the whole 
quite equal to last year’s work ; the greater portion showed evidence 
of fair teaching, the constructing lines were fairly shown, and a large 
number received high marks and were well able to execute the 
example set. 

There are not mauy failui-es, and most of these are due to negligence 
and simple eurelessuess on the part of the candidates, uut want of 
ability, for one finds one part of the example well done end other 
portions neglected, of course these candidates sufiered in cjinsequence.

PEEPATtATOHY GrABE. — G inL.S. 

Report of Thomas Scullv, b,b. 

The study for this grade was by no means easy, but on tlio wliole 
the students treated the subject well. The examples of vory_ inferior 
work were not many, and tlio best paper, to which I have given fall 
marks, is a really creditable piece of work for so young a stndnnt. On 
the whole, I think this grade has treated tho subject with advantage. 


MUSIC. 

JuxTon, MinnLK, and Senior (iiuDRs. — Gnaa only. 

Report of J. CiiRiaTOViiER Maukh, muh. n. 

In tho Junior Grade the answering nil voun<l wiis fair and, in some 
C 5 IS 0 S, excellent, more attention wjvs paid to inserting tlio key signatures 
and accidentals than fonnevly, bub still a large number neglected to 
attend to tliis very simple and imporbviit matter. 

Ill the Middle Grade, tlie papers on the whole wore excellent.^ 

In the Senior Grade, with the exception of the History section, the 
answering was disappointing, the counterpoint was w'eak, and the 
answers to the Harmony qnestioua, w’itlj a few^ oxcoptiona, wei’e not 
creditable. 


SHORTHAND. 

Junior, Micdie, and Senior Grades — Bovs and Girls. 

Report of Henry Holt and CiiAiiLEa Ryan. 

The Junior Boys’ answering in A paper was, in some cases, very good, 
tins shortliand very neatly and accurately written, evidencing caieful 
teaching and study of the system. To this general statement, however, 
there are many exceptions, some cimdidafees, even including some who 
wrote the entire, or nearly the entire, of the paper, having coimnitted 
gross inaccttvacies, as well as manifesting a genenil carelessness 
slovenliness in writing, and we had in consequence to make serious 
deductions from the number of marks to which they would otherwise 
have been entitled. There is no doubt this was due to insufficient 
preparation, and several boys stated at the end of their papers, as a 
reason for special consideiation, that they had been only learning short- 
hand for tliree or four weeks. The leading eiTor seemed to be tho 
joiisplacement of the hooks. In the B paper the answering of the 
candidates was for the most part excelleut, many of them scoring over 
100 marks, out of a possible 150, on this papier alone. Some would 
have obtained the full number of ruarks, were it not for defects in 
spelling, punctuation and neatness of hand-writing. These are matter’s 
to which more attention on the paid of candidates is desirable. Speed 
in the writing of shorthand is of course very impoi*tant, but no 
amount of mei-e speed can compensate for lack of neatness in tran* 
flcribing notes into longhand or for faulty spelling and punctuation 
which are essential in order to entitle a candidate to full marks. On 
the wlinle, the Junior candidates acquitted themselves creditably. There 
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were uil Juuior boys examined, of those 325 jjassed, aud 2IG fuilecl 
Among the girls 26 passed and 18 failed. In the Middle Q-uule it 
was quite clear that the candiclatea were, with one or two exceptions, 
students who had passed in the Junior Grade in the previous year and 
had improved in the meimtiine, foe they were all either very good or, 
as indicative of a first attempt, very bad. Both A and B papers wei'e 
done in full by several students. In the Middle Grade there was a 
noticeable inability on the part of the candidates to accommodate them- 
selves to some very ordinary contractions. Of eighty-aix boya in 
this grade, sixty-one pti&sed and t’.venfcy-fiv'c failed. Of tlie girls four 
passed and two failed. 

In the Senior Grade, in the case of those who failed, there was 
eviilenced a very serious want of preparation, and in some instances 
tlie work done was such as would not have entitled the candidates to 
pass even in the Junior or Middle Grades. Some of tliem had 
apparently devoted only a few weeks to the study of the system. 
Fifteen boys presented themselves for examination; of these twelve 
passed (thi’ee with honours) and three failed. Thera were only two 
girls to be examined, one passed and one failed. 


BOTAHY. 

d Bniok, Middlb, asd Senior Grades. — Girls oIjLY; 

Report of Alexander Blayney, m.a., m.d. 

As this is tlie first time I have had the examination -in Botany 
entrusted to me, I am unable to say how the answering compares 
^vith that of former years. Ho'wever, judging from the report on 
last year’s examination, I should say that the preparation for this sub- 
ject still contimies to be deficient mainly on one most important point 
— jtractical instruction. It consists merely of a close study ef the 
recnnimencled text-book in Botany while no trouble bos been taken to 
acquire a knowledge of the appearance of even the commonest Hnwers 
belonging to the pi'eseribed orders. I was particularly struck with this 
when reading many p;\i>rrs in wliich excellent answers were gi\en to 
tlie questions on the meaning of Botauical terms or on the general 
structure of plants, but most di.sappointing and meagre Avere the 
de.scriptions of fiower.s in nearly all cases. The almost invuriable rule 
was when the descrijition of a particulai' flower was required to find 
one given whicli might apply to any flower in the whole natural order 
of which it w'as only one member, while the peculiarities of the in- 
dividual flower were scarcely in a single instance correctly answered. 
Tills method of study is particularly to be regretted in the case of Botany. 
There is no other subject iu the Intermediate course which affords suck 
excellent ojiportuinty for developing the power of accurate obaervation, 
but as at present taught it serves only to put a further strain on thes iu 
many cases, already overburthened memory. 

Speaking of individual grades, the proportions of passes formed au 
ascending series from Junior to Senior, and wliile the general level of 
the answering was higher in the Senior than in the Middle, and in -ihe 
Middle than in the J unior, in the latter there were a few papers wliicli 
reached a much higher standard than was attained in either of tho 
remaining grades. On the whole thei’e was evidence of much attentive 
study and considerable intelligence.

The Burke Memorial Prizes. 

A sum of money, subscribed in memory of the late Thomas Hekry 
Burke, Esq., Under Secretary to tbe Lord Lieutenant, was transferred 
by the Burte Memorial Committee, on 18th March, 1884, totlie Inter- 
mediate Education Board for Ireland, who undertook to administer tbe 
Fund in accordance "Rdth the following Kiiles — (the sum funded is 
£1,222 185. lid. Consols):— 

I. The annual income from the fund shall be applied in paying three 
Frizes, one of £16, one of £10, and a second of £10 j any surplus or 
deficiency to be apportioned in the same ratio. If, in the opinion of the 
CommiBsioners, su^cient merit be not shown by the Candidates com- 
peting to justify the award of any or either of the Prizes, tlie amount 
of such Prize may be, at the discretion of tbe Board, withheld and added 
to the principal. 

IT. No student shall be qualified to receive these Prizes except the 
children of persons who are, or have been, in receijit of salary or pension 
in Ireland, paid out of money derived from Parliamentary Grants, 
Rates or Taxes, other than members of the Naval or Military Services, 
not being also in Civil employment. 

III. The Prizes shall be awaixled as follows : — 'that of £16 to the 
Boy whom, at the annual Examination in the Junior Grade among 
ilale Candidates qualified in the manner expressed in the next preceding 
Rule, the Board shall adjudge to riink highest in answering ; One Prize 
of £10 to tile Boy whom in the same Grade at such Examination the 
Board shall adjudge to rank second among such persons in answering; 
and the other of £10 to the Girl whom, at such Examination in the 
same Grade, among Female Candidates qualidesin the manner aforesaid, 
the Board shall adjudge to rank highest in answering. 

lY. The decision of the Board shall be final and decisive in deter- 
mining whetlier the Candidates fulfil the conditions of the third Rule. 

V. The Board may deduct all expenses connected with the trust from 
the yearly income.
